They deſcend to the Garden,to. ſee what this rumour miphitbe: they finde 
the Poſterne open, and the Alleyes very much ſprinkled andeored Sh blood; they 
ſuſpet Murther, bur neither finde nor ſecany, either living or dead : they ſendeo ac- 
quaint the Prefe& and Provoſt of the City herewith, who repayre tothe Garden, 
and(as beforc)finde much bloud,butſee nobody: they make ſtrict inquiry and ſearch 
in the Ditches, hedges,thickets, and vaults of the Garden, but finde nothing, eddy ny 
forgetto ſearch the Well : Then, to finde what thoſe Fighters were, chey thinke of 2

The Prefe& and Provoſt ſend away ſpeedily to apprehend her: ſhee is taken in the 
mid({t of her pleaſures and paſtimes, yea, from the arme of her Mother, and feete 
of her Father , to whom ſhee fled for ſafety , but in vaine ; for hee is inſtantly 
committed cloſe Priſoner , from whence wee ſhall not ſee her come foorth , till 
ſhe come to her condigne puniſhment , on a ſhamefull Scaffold , for this her horrible 
offence of Murther. 

And now the Prefe& and Provoſt goe themſelves to the priſon, where Bianco and 
Brindoli are : they accuſe them peremptorily for the Murther of G«ſparino , whoſe 
body, they informe them, they have taken up out of the Well: but they againe 
denye it, They give them. double torment, and conjure them to reyeale this their 
Murther ; bur they are ſo ſtrong of courage, or rather the devill is ſo ſtrong inthem, 
as they denye all, and neither accuſe themſelves, nor any other.

Andſo ſhe reveales him the whole circumſtance of that cruell Murther, as wee have 
formerly underſtood ; the which ſhe conjures and prayes him'to conceale, fith no lefſe 
then De Flores and her owne life depended thereon, and that ſhee will dyea thouſand 
deaths, before conſcat rodetile his bed, or to violate her oath and promuſe given him 
in marriage. BY 
Alſemero both wondering and grieving atthis Jamentable newes, ſayes little, but 
thinkes the more ; and alrhough thee had reaſon and apparance to believe, thar ſhee 
who commits Murther, will not ſticke to commit Adultery, yet upon his Wife's ſo- 
lemae oathes and proteſtations, hee forgets whar is paſt , onely hee ſtritly chargerh 
her, no more to ſce, or admit De Flores into her company ; or it the contrary, hee 
vowes hee will ſo ſharpely bee revenged of her, as hee will makeher an example to 
all poſterity. 2,5 . 
Bur Beatrice-Ioana, notwi 
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and of their ſecond of Adultery : hee injoyneth Diaphante to lay wayt for the ye. 
ry.houre that De Flores arrives from Alicant to Yalentis, which ſhee doth ; when in-» 
ſtantly. pretending to his Witc a journey in the Country, hee very ſecretly and fi- 
lently having his Rapier and Ponyard, and a caſe of Piſtols ready cha!ged 1n his poc- 
ket (ſeeming totake Horſe) huſheth himlelfe op privately in his Studie, which was 
next adjoyning, and within his Bed-chamber. 
| Beatrice-Ioana, thinking her husband 'two or three Leagues off, ſends away for 
De Flores , who comes inſtantly to her: they fall ro their kiſſes and imbracings, ſhee | 
rejoycing cxtreamely for his arriwall, and hee for her husband Alſerero's departure: 
ſhe relates him the cruelty and indignitic her husband hath ſhewed and offered her, 
the which De Flores underſtands with much contempr and choller, as alſo with ma- 
ny threats. Alſemero heares all, but doth neither ſpeake,cough,neeze,nor ſpit. So from 
words they taii-to their beaſily pleaſures, when Alſerzero no longer able to containe i 
himſclfe, much lefle ro b- acceflary to this his ſhame, and their villany, throwes off 
the Doore, and violently ruſhcth forth ; when finding them on his Bed, in the mide 
deſt of their adultery,be firſt diſchargerh his PiRvls on them, and then with his Sword 
and Ponyard rynnes them thorow, and ſtabs them with fo many deepe and wide 
wounds, that they have not ſo much power or time to ſpeake a word, but there lye 
* welcring and weHowing in their bloud, whiles their ſoules flie to another.wo11d, to 
relate what horrible and bealtly crimes their bodies have committed in thiz. Thus 
by the providence of God, inthe ſecond. Tragedie of our Hiſtoric, wee {ce our two 
Murtherers murthered, and Pir«cque's innocent bloud revenged in the guiltineſle of 
theirs: 3 
Alſemtiro, having finiſhed this bloudie buſineſſe, leaves his-Piſtols on the Table, as 
alſo his Sword hd Ponyard all bloudy asthey were; and without covering or re- 
moving the brearhlefſe bodies of theſe two wretched miſcreants, he ſhuts his Cham- 
ber doore, and is ſo farre from flying for thefaQ, as hee takes his Coach, and goes 
dire&ly to the Criminall Iudge himſclfe, and reveales what he had done, but cop- 
ccalesthe Murther of Pirasquo. The Indge is aſtonifhed and amazed at the report of 
this mournefull and pittifull accident : hee takes CAIſerwers with him, returnes to his 
houſe, and findes thoſe two dead bodies freſh ſoaking and roeking in their bloud :ff| 4 
the newes hereof is ſpread in all rhe City, The whole people of Yelemis flockefl © 
thither to bee eyc-witneſſes of theſe two murthered perſons ; where ſome behold 
them with pitie, others with joy , but all with aſtomuſhment' and admiration, and}f. 
no [:fle doe thoſe of Alcant , where this newes is ſpeedily poaſted , but all rheirſfs © 
gricfcs are nothing to thoſe of Dan Diego de Fermanders's ( Beatrice-Toane's father)ſ",” 
who infinitely and extreamely grieves,partly for the death, bur ſpecially for the crime} 


of Ins daughter. 

The-Iudge prefently commits 4/emers priſoner in another of his owne Chambers, 
-and ſocxamining Diaphante upon her oath , concerning the familiaritic betwixt De 
Flores and Beatrice-Ioana : ſhee affirmes conſtantly , that now and many times before, 
ſhee ſaw them commit adultery : and that ſhee it was that firſt advertiſed &/ſemers her 
Maſter heereof; Whereupon, after a ſecond examination of A/ſemers, they , upon fil 
mature deliberation, acquite him of this fa: ſo hee is freed, and the dead bodies ca © 

tied away and buried. | 
© -But a!though this carthly Tudge have acquitted Aiſemers of this fa, yertthe Tudge 
of -Tudges,thegreat God of Heaven , who ſeeth not onely our heart, but our thoughts, 
 .not, onely our aRions , but our intents, hath this and ſomething elſe to lay to his] 
"charge: for pet his ſacred providence, and divine Iuſtice) doth both remember 
- andobſerve, firſt how ready and willing 4/ſemers was to ingage himſclfe ro Bearrice-|

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aa to kill Piracquo - then, thowgh he conſented not ro his Murther, yet how he con- 
cealed it , and brought it nor ro publike arraignement and puniſhment, whereby the 
dead body of Prracquo might receive a more honourable and Chrittianlike Sepulchre: 
and if theſe crimes of his be nor capable to deſerve revenge and chaſtiſement, Loe, 
hee is entring into a new, wiltull, and premeditated Murther, and dorh ſo dithonou» 
rably and treacheroubly pertorme ir, as we hall ſhortly ſee him loſe his life upon an 


linfamous Scaffold, where hee ſhall finde no heart to pitty him, noreye to bewaile 


him. | 
If we would be ſo ignorant, wee cannot be ſo malicious to forget that loving and 
courteous Letter, which Do» Thomaſs Piracquo wrote his Brother Alonſs Piracquo from 
Alicant to Briamata , to with-draw himſelte from his ſuite to Beatrice-Toana ; and 
alchough his affe&ion and jealouſte to prevent his Brothers diſgrace, was then the 

hiefe occaſion of rhathis Lerter, yet fith he was ſince diſaſtrouſly and misfortunate- 
ly bereaved of him, of that deare and {weet Brother of his, whom heever heldand 

ſeemed farredearer then his life , his rhoughts, like ſo many lines, concurre in this 
Centre, from whence hee canno: bee orhcrwiſe conceited or drawne , but thar Be- 
trice-194n4 and abſemero had a hand, and were at leaſt acceſlaries, if not authours of 
his loſe : upon the foundation of which beliefe hee rayſerth this reſolution, that hee 
Is not worthy to bee a Gentleman, nor of the degree and title of a Brother, if hee

L=—= DF=== For bcſides the Vnion betwixt God and his Church, there is none 
ſo abſolute and pertect on earth, as is that of Man and Wife: tor as this world hath 
madethem two perſons, ſo God hath conjoyned and made them one; and therefore 

- what madnefle, nay what cruelty is it to be fo cruel] to thoſe,” who (it not our ſelves) 

are at leaſt our ſecond ſelves £ Charity (the daughter of heaven) teacheth us to love 
all the world, but eſpeci:liy thoſe who are our kinsfolkes vor friends. Religion (the 
mother of Charity} ſteps a degree farther, and injoyneth us to love thoſe who hate 
us ; yea, theſe likewiſe are not onely the rules of nature, but the precepts of grace : 
therefore to kill thoſe who love us, and to dep: ive thoſe of life, who (did occafion 
preſent) are ready to ſacrifice theirs for the preſervation of ours, it muſt needs pro- 
cced rather from a monſter then a man, or rather from a devill then a monſter : but 
ſuch devills and ſuch monſters are bur too rife and common in theſe our ſinfull times.

This Alib7, as ſoone as he hadattained the age of fiveand twenty yeares, mar- 
ryed anhoneſt Mayden, termed Merilla, being a Farmers daughter of the ſame Pariſh 
of Spreare, with whom he had but ſmallmeanes, and ſhee (ro ſpeake truth) but little 
wit, and leflebcauty ; yet ſhe was neither fo poore, butthat ſhe deſerved a good huſ- 
band, nor ſo hard favoured, bur ſhee might content an honeſt one, And indcede, 
had Alibiss his care and induſtry anſwered Merilla's providence and frugality, or his 
Juſtfull eye nor ſtrayed either beyond his vow given her in marriage, or her indifferent 
beauty, this Match might have provedas fortunate, as it hath ſince ſucceeded miſera- 
ble and ruinous, | 
For Al:bizs, whoſe thoughts flew a pitch above his birth, ranke, and meanes, had 
not lived many ycares in wedlocke, till his prodigality and vanity had waſted and 
diffipated the greateſt part of that ſmall eſtate hee had ; ſo as neceſſity looking 
now .0n him, becauſe formerly he diſdayned t6 looke on it, knowing better how to 
play, then worke, or rather not how ro worke, but play; and ſeeing that his preſent 
meanes could not maintayne him, nor his future hopes promiſe it, he as a true truant, 
and a perfe& prodigall, diſdayning to want when hee hath ir, and when he hath it nor, 
ſets up this lewd and unthrifty reſolution with himſelfe, to ſet all ar fixe and ſeven.

Poore Merilla grieving to ſce that ſhe could not unſee theſe hisungodly courſes, as

prived of their raft, as rhey cannot diſcerne berweene ſweer and bitter; So Alibime, 
ſicke of the Lerhargic of theſe his enormous and diſfolute Vices, was ſo farre from 
relliſhing this wholeſome counſcll, as he nor onely rejected it, bur ſcoffed and reviled 
the partie who gave it him : and it being not ſo ſecretly (orperadventare not ſo wiſe- 
ly) mannaged, but hee comming to underſtand it proceeded from his wife Merilla, 
hee tooke it ſo paſſtonarely and outragiauſly, to ſee his follies tevealed by her, who 
was bound to conceale them, as moſt uncivilly and inhumanely checking her, hee in 
the heat of bis diſpleaſure and revenge, ſome moneths forſakes her .company, and 
many her bed ; whereat, ſuch was her tender affeion to him, and his diſreſpe& to 
her, as I know not whether ſhe more grieved, or he rejoyced... .  _ _ ; 

The motives of his third diftaſt to his Wife, were grounded upon her barren- 
nefle and ſterility ; as if it were in heg power togive hima Child, when Gods plea- 
ſure and providence was to give none to her , without confidering that the barren- 
nefle and fruitfulneſſe of a woman comes all fromthe Lord, or without remembring 
that ſome Children are borne for a curſe, as others for a bleſſing to their parents: 
or as if his earthly vanity _conld teach Gods ſecret Divinity, what were fitteſt for 
him, and yet theſe reaſons cannot prevaile againſt his unreaſonable ſelfe; and there- 
fore this, amongſt the reſt of his diſtaſtes, hee, or rather the Devill for him, throwes 
in againſt his Wife : That if hee had 4 Child, hee ſhould bee 4 good busband, and not befare : 


as if hee deſired and ſought ſome pretext and colour, though never ſo unjuſt and un- 


godly, to cover his vices and prodigality ; or in the eyes of the World to bolſter 
out and apologize his jarring and ſquaring with his Wife : yea, his impudencie 
was growne to the height of this impiety , that hee often affirmed, his Wife was 
the cauſe of his poverty 3 for if ſhe would give him no Child, God would give him 
no proſperity. 

Now, as all women by nature generally deſire Children ; ſo it isa great affligtion 
(I will not fay a curſe) to them, if they have none, But theſe unjuſt ſpeeches of Ale 
bias, doe juſtly and infinitely afflit his Wife Aerilla, who (that no farther diſcord 
might trouble rhe harmony of their wedlocke) ſends her teares to earth, and her 
prayers to heaven, that her Bleſſed Saviour would bee pleaſed to blefſe her with a 
Child ; when God, ſeeing his prophane hypocriſy, which he will revenge, and un- 
derſtanding her religious zeale, which hee will reward, out of the incſtimable trea- 
ſure of his Mercie and providence, grants her her requeſt, and him his deſire : ſo as 
in ſhort time ſhe ſees her ſelfe the mother, and him the father of a young daughter, 


termed Emelia. |

whether God hath purpoſely ſent this daughter, to revengethe injuries and wrongs 
tharher farher intendeth to her Mother * | 
His fifr, and(as yet) his Liſt diſtaſte againſt his wife, proceeds from his obſerving 
that her beauty is withered and decaycd ; not that heretofore he knew her faire : but 
thar ſhee is not ſo faire now, as when hee firſt marcied her: as if time and age 
had not power to wither the bloſſomes of our youth , as the Sunne hath to daver the 
freſheſt Roſes and Lillics. But as all his former diſtaſtes towards his wife, bewray his 
| inclination to prodigality and prophanenefſe: fo this laſt of his doth manifeſtly gif- 
Fo cover his adciction to Juſt, and his affeftion to Whoredome: for it is impoſſible for 
| our wives to ſecme foulcin our eyes, except there bee ſome other ſeemes fayrer: as 
blackneſſe ſremes blacker when it is compared and paralelled with whitenefſe : and 
this indeed is the Vulture and Viper that ſtickes ſo cloſe to his breſt , and fo neere to 
his heart, yea , this is his darling and boſome finne that will ſtrangle him , when it 
makes greateſt ſhew to kifſe and imbrace him. | 
e4ltbius , powerfully follicited by theſe five ſeverall diſtaſtes conceived againſt 
his wife Merifa, who poore woman rides at an Anchor 1n the tranquillicy of her in- 
nocency , whiles hee (in.the heate and height of his youth) floated inthe Ocean o

ſolution of his had beene indeed commendable, if the integrity of his heart hadf 
beene'anſwerable to the ſweernefſe of his tongue : bur wee ſhall ſee the contrary, « 
and finde by his example , that Snakes alwaics lurke under the fayreſt and gree-ſ of 
neſt leaves, | | 
During which time, hee ſerves ſome Gentlemen of worth and quality, but one of -hj 
eſpecial] accompt and reputation ; not diſtant above three ſmall miles fromthe City 
of Breſcia, who being an excellent Houſe-keeper , and a good member of the com-f} he 
mon-weale, there Al:bis (had. hee nad as much Grace as Vanity, or as much Religion an 
as impiety) might have forgotten his old vices, and have learned new Vertues: bur if gy 
hee delighted ro become excellent in any thing, it was firſt to bee a perfe&t Carver yi 
and Wayter, then'to bee decent in his apparell ; and laſt of all, to bee ſmoothin his xe

Having thus paſtaway many ycares abroad in ſervice, and very ſeldome or never | her 
either ſcenc Spreare , or vifited his Merilia and Emelia: hee at laſt ſeeing of the one} wy 
- {ide that age "wool to: Snow on his head ; and that the greateſt wealth of-a Ser- | ya 
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ving-man, was, to have onely anew Livery;and a full belly, to'have many vetball, bur 
no reall ftriends,reſoived to leave his ſervice, asalſo his wife and daughter in Spreare:and 
fo to trayell to Yenice, hoping there in ſome honeltplace,and imployment.to ſerve the 
Seigniorie, or at leaſt ſome one of the Magnifico's or Clariſimo's : but then confidering 
the charge of the journey, the weakenefſe of his purſe, and the uncertainty of his ad- 
vancement and preferment, hee reſolves for a time ro ſojourne in Breſcia*: and to

Hee had not long lived in this City (which forantiquity, beauty, ſituation, wealth 
and fidelity (after Yerice it (e[te) gives nor the hand to any of her faſter Ciries'sf that 
ſtate: ) but his eyes (as the luſtfu!l ſentynells of his heart) eſpie ſo many beaaties, as he 
began to loath his owne wife Meri, and to with her in another world. that heemighrt 
have another wife inthis. 'Loe, here the divell beginnes with himanew to perſwade 
him to hate his wite. | | | 
Abiding thus in Breſcia , it fc! out that hee , who bore the filver rod intoken of 
honour, and Iaſtice (or rather of honour to Tuſtice) before the podeftate or chiefe Ma- 
giſtrare of this City dyed : and ro this Office Alibizs (becauſe hee knew himſelfe 2 
grave and perfonall man) aſpired: and what through the reſpe& of his gravitie, 
through his ſmooth rongue, and fayre ſpeeches : bur eſpecially by making many 
friends to the Podeſtate and Senarors, heat laſt obtained it : a place indeed, myre ho. 
nourable then profitable, and yerworth at leaſt one hundred Zechines, per annum, be- 
fides his diet. This preferment makes Alivizs looke aloft, and ſo hee ſcornes his

Not long after, another accident falls out,which doth likewiſe much rejoyce him: 
An honeſt Cittizen of Breſcia;of his owne name; though no way his kinſivan, dies, 
(and as ſince it hata beene ſhrewdly imagined, not withour vehement fuſpicion of poy- 
ſon) leaving a rich widdowe, named - Philatea - and for the familiarity and good 
conceit he had of our Alzb:#s, as alſo induced thercunto through his hypocritall ſhew 
of honeſty and piety , makes him ſole overſeer of his will: ſo neatly and ſmoothly 
did our Alb: worke and inftnnare himſelfe into his favour : But the maske of this 
'his hypocrifie ſhall b-eſoone puld off, © © 2 _ | 

Alibins ſecing Philatea young, rich and faire, hee lookes on her more oftenithen on 
her husbands teſtament : and ſo wiſhing his wife MeriHla inhis adopted kinſmans grave, 
and himſelfe in Philatea's bed , hee bends his purpoſes and intents that way, as ſo ma- 
ny lines that runne tq their Center : yea ,: ſo ſtrongly harh rhe devill poffefſed him 
with theſe helliſh defignes and blovdy reſolutions, as his love to Philates, defacing his 
reſpect to Merille, hee Joes her a blocke in his way, and a ſtop to his preferment, and 
fo concludes that ſhee mult heeremooved and diſpatched: to which cffe&, to draw 
his finfallcontemplation into bloudyaGion, hee rides'over to $ preare to hier ; and wn- 
der colour of tenderlove and afteQion, hee in Milke, Wine,and roſte Apples; gives 
herpoyibn; when feeing it would not worke his deſired effe, hee ifrer rakes an oC- 
cafion, purpoſely to'quarrell with her , and fo very A eſence of, their 
tdaughter Emetia) revites and beates her , and returnes to'Breſc;s C 
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poyſon yet might operate, and diſperſe it ſelfe in her veines, and that ſhortly hee 
ſhould heare newes of her death. Loc here Albi his firſt attempr in ſeeking to mur.. 
ther bis Wife. 

In this meane time hee layes cloſe fiedgeto Philatea's Chaſtity, who not ſo honeſt 
as faire, is ſoone drawne to ſinne, and proititutes her ſelfe to his beaftly pleaſure, and 
having no regard to her reputation , conſcience, or foule , conſents to this bitter- 
ſweet finne of Adultery ; the which laſcivious familiarity is ſo long continued be. 
twixt them, till at laſt Philatea's ſtraight Bodies become roo ſmall, and her Apron 
too ſhort for her.; when ſecing it high time to provide for her fame, ſhee acquaints 
CAlibius herewith, and askes his advice, whether ſhee ſhall marry with one of her 
| ſervants: Alibius meaning to keepe the Farme for himſelfe , whereof hee had alrea- 
dy taken poſſeſſion , bids her not. to take care for a husband, but ro bee of good 
comfort, and that farre within her time, hee would provide a place for her to 
lay downe her great belly ; yea, ſo ſecret, as her owne heart could either wiſh 
or defire, cM 

But if our miſerable A/ibizz were before reſolved to murther his poore harme- 
leſſe Wife Merillz, this newes, and theſe ſpeeches of Philatea, ſets him all on fire ; 
and ſo (having conſulted with rhe Devill) hee vowes ſhe ſhall nor live : to which end, 
he provides himſelfe of ſtronger poylon,and ina darke night (when as he flatters him- 
ſelfe with hope, that the Heavens were ſo unjuſt and inhumane to conſpire with him 
inthe Murther of his Wife) he rakes horſe in the Eaſt Suburbe of Breſcia, and ſo rides 
toward Spreare. 4 

But ſee the juſtice, and withall the providence and mercie of our indulgent God ! 
who vouchſafed, and yet reſolved toreſtraine and divert him from this his bloudy 
enterpriſe, by an accident as ſtrangeas true: for a mile out of Breſcia, as Alb;ns rides. 
by the common place of execution, kis Horſe ſtumbles, and falls under him right a- 
gainſt it , with which fall his ſhoulder is out of joynt, Oh what a caveat was this I. 
for Alibius, if hee had had the leaſt ſparke of grace to have made good uſe hereof! 

' Butthe Devill had bewitched his underſtanding and judgement : for hee could ſee by 
no orhir eyes, but by thoſe of revenge and bloud. - 
 Arrivingat his houſe at Spreare, hee, contrary to his hopes, findes his daughter 
Emelia with hermother (who by this time was marryed likewiſe to a poore Coun- 
trey man of Spreare) whoſe fight and preſence was, for that time, a ſtop to the exe- 
cutionof her fathers poyſoning deſigne on her mother ; for hee feared that ſhe had 
formerly diſcovered and ſuſpeed this his purpoſe and reſolution, as indeed ſhee had: F... 
wherefore hee forbore toadminiſter it , onely becauſe hee would not loſe all his la-K 
bour, hee againe quarrells with his Wife, and after hee had reviled her with many}. 
ſcandalous and contumelious ſpeeches, hee in the preſence of his (mournefull) daugh- 
_ ter, dothexcecdingly beate her ; who (weeping to ſce her mother weepe) infinitely 
gricved to be an eye-witneſſe of this inhumane and barbarous cruelty of her father:},* 
And ſo for that time Albiws againe permitted his Wife tolive: Bur this will prove no 
pardon, but onely a ſhort reprivall for her. 

Returning againeto Breſcia, it is not long before Philatea doth againe importuneh, 
him to provide for the concealing and falving of her ſhame, alleadging thar her time}, *

theſe her ſecond aſſummons, 7 ro looke about, and reſolves at what rate, ohh,

It may bee that what Mer:{/a told her husband privately, hee diſcovered it publike 
ly to Bernardo: who comming (as wee have formerly heard) to Breſcia, after his cot 
ference with 41ib:4s , hee fell to his old vaine of tippling and carowlſing , and then 
without the North gate of Breſcia (which lookes towards Bergamo) having more m6 
ney then wit, and more wine then money, in rhe middeſt of his cups, told hee was 
Contadyne, or Countreyman of Spreare + that hee knew Alibius as great as now h&llice 
bore himſelfe, and that hee Murthered his poore wife in the Countrey, to have A 
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fine one in the Ciry, Which ſpeeches of his hee reiterated and repeated often : yea, 
ſo often, as they fell not to the ground, but ſome of his lewd companions rookeno- 
tice thereof; and oneamongſt the reſt, being inwardly acquainted with 4/iv5ms, went 
and ſecretly advertiſed him hereat : who (under-hand) ſends away for Bernardo where 
hee was, and wrought fo with him, as ſince that time he was never ſeene in Breſc/a. Bur

Spreare. But here, as ſimple aFhee was , ſhee enters into many conſiderations with 
her ſelfe ; tharto accuſe her father, would be as greata diſobedience in her,as it was a 
cruelty in him to Murthzr her mother. She isa long time ir:eſolute,either to advance 
or retire inthis her purpoſe and enterpriſe: and here ſhee conſults betwixt nature and 
grace, betwixtthe Lawes of Earthand heaven, what ſhee ſhould doe,or how ſhe ſhould 
beare her ſelfe it a matter of ſo unnaturall a nature. It grieves her to bee the meanes 
of her fathers death, of whom ſhee had received her being : and yet ſhee ſorroweth 
fot to reyeale the murtherer of her mother, of whom ſhee enjoyed her life. But

When Emelia falling on her knees , wringing her hands, 
and ſtedfaftly looking up towards heaven, ſhe (bitterly weeping & ſighing)for a pretty 
while, had not the power to.utter a word : The PrefeR with milde exhortations and 
ſpeeches encourageth her to ſpeake, when with many teares and inrerrupted fighes, ſhe 

atlaſt proffereth theſe words, My father hath often beaten my Mother , and even 
layne her for dead : and at vther times, hee hath given her poyſon , and hee it is and 
no other that hath now Murthered her. One of the Senators, (ſome ſay it was the 
Podeſtate, whoas much favoured Al:bims, as hated his crime: )bade Emelia looke to 
her conſcience; and her conſcience to God, and withall to conſider , that as Merills 
was her Mother,ſo Abius was her Father, Whereat ſhee bitterly weeping,againe faid 
that what ſhe had already ſpoken was true,as thee nopedto injoy any partof heaven, 

So they binding her to give evidence at the great Court of the Province , whict 
Tome foure moneths atter was to be heldin the Caſtle of their Citie, rhey diſmiſ 
her. | 

In which meane time Alibiw is viſited in priſon by divers of his acquaintance: ye: 
ſome of the chiefeſt Senators themſelves afford him that honour and charity , they 
deale with him abouthis crime : but in vaine , for hee rakes heaven and earth to wit 
neſle, that hee is innocent, yea, hee ſeemes to beei{o religious and conſcionable in his 
ſpeeches, as hee drew many of inferiour ranke and underſtanding to beleeve, that his 
accuſation was nor true, and his impriſonment unjuſt and falſe. But God will ſhort] 
unmz$ke his hypocrifie, andto his ſhame and capfuſion, lay open and diſcoyer to th 
whole World, his unnaturall and bloudy cruelty. ;

for that time ſent backe ro his priſon : and yet the heate of his obſtinacy being here-

heavenly ard religious ſpecches, informes him how mercifull and indulgent God is 
tO repentant ſinners: that hee muſt now: caſt off his thoughts from earth, and afcend 
and mount them to heaven,and no longerto think of his body,but of his ſoule; and ſo 
afrer a learned and Chriftian-like ſpeech, as well for the inſtrution of the living as 
the conſolation of 4/ibizs, who was now to prepare himſelfe to dye : hee pronoun- 
ceth; that for his execrable Murther committed on his owne wife Mera, hee ſhould 
hang till hee were dead : and ſo beſought the Lord to bee mercifull to his ſoule. 

And now is 4hbiz againe returned to his priſon , but ſtill remaineth obſtinate and 
peryerſe, affirming to all the World, that as hee hath lived, ſo hee will dye innocent- 
ly : But God will not ſuffer him to dye ; without confeſfing and repenting this his 
blondy and unnaturall Murther. | 

+ . Theſehis grave and religious Judges, out of an honourable and Chriſtian charity, 
ſend him Divines, to prepare his body ro thedeath of this world, and his foule to the 
life ofthat to come: they deale moſt cfſetually,powerfully and religiouſly with him 
in priſon : and alrhough they found , that the devill had ſtrongly inſnared and char- 
med him, yea, and as it were, hardned his heart to his perdition : yer God, out of his 
infinitarid ineffable mercies, addeth both power and grace to their ſpeeches, and ex- 
hortarions, ſo as his eyes being opened ,and his heart pierced and mollified : they at 
laſt ſo prevaile with -him, that being terrified with Gods juſtice, and incouraged and 
" comforted with his mercies : he withteares,fighs and groanes confeſſerth this murthet 
of his wife, and not onely bitterly repentsir, but alſo'doth thank theſe Godly Divines, 
for thcir charity, care, and zeale for the preſervation and ſaving of his ſoule, and doth 
upon: his knees beſeech them to pray unto the Lord to forgive him. 
Weehave ſcene Alibias Murther his wife Merilla : wee have ſeene his apprehenſion, 
mewn triall, conviction, and condemnation,for this his execrable and bloudy 
act : wherein wee may obſerve how the juſtice of God ſtill triampherh o're the temp» 
tation and malice of the Devill, and how Murther, though never ſo ſecretly acted, 
and concealed, will at laſt be deteed and puniſhed. What reſteth there now , but 
that after wee have hereby made good uſe of this example , wee ſee Alibizs ferched 
from hisprifon, and conveyed to the place of execution : (whereat (as wee have heard) 
hee formerly ſtumbled in jeſt, but muſt now incarneſt) where,although ir were timely 
inthemorn, (as having the favour to'dye alone , andar leaſt three houres before the

At his aſcending up the ladder, his faire gray beard and comely preſence drew pit- 
ty from the hearts, andteares from the eyes of the greateſt part of the ſpeRators, to 
ſee that the Devill had ſo ſtrongly inchanted and ſeduced him to lay violent hands on 
his wife , and to ſee ſo grave and ſo proper anaged man thus misfortunately and un- 
timely caft away. = 

His ſpecch at his end was briefe and ſhort ; onely hee freely confeſthis crime, and 
with infinite fighcs and teares beſought the world to pray for his ſoule : hee lamented 
the Vanity of his youth, and the difſoluteneſſe of h1 _ told them, that his negle& 
of prayerto God, and his roo much confidencein the devill, had brought him tothis 
ſhamefull end ; and rheretore beſought them againe and againe to beware by his exam- 
ple : and ſo having ſolemnely freed his ſecond wife Philatea from being any way ac+« 
quainted or accefſary with the murther of his firſt wite Meri/la: he recommending his 
ſoule into the haiids of his Redeemer , dyed as penitently as hee had lived diſfolutely 
and prophanely. | > 

And thus was the life and death of Alibims: the which TI was the more willingly 
induced to publiſh , partly , becauſe I was an eye-witneſle, both of his arraigne- 

ment and deith, (as I returned from my travells, ) but more eſpecially, 

in hope that his cxample and Hifſtorie may prove to bee 
as great a conſolation to the Godly, 
as a terrour to the un«- 
righteous.

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carefully to regard, and tenderly to affe& their children : but in Matches that are con- 
cluded with wealth without affeQion , there Parenrs ought proceede with judge- 
ment, not with paſſion, with perſwafion, not with force: for can there bee any hell 
upon earth comparable to that of a diſcontented bed, or is it not a griefe to Parents, 
through their cruelty, to ſec their childrenlive in deſpaire in ſtead of hope, in affliQion 
in ſtead of joy ; and to dye miſcrably, whereas they might have lived pleaſantly and 
profperouſly - Tis true tliat young folkes affeRions are not ſtill well grounded, bur 
for want of advice and counſell many times meet with miſery for felicity : yet ſith 
Magriage is a Contract, not for 2 day,but for ever, not foran houre,but for the tcarme 
an&leaſe of our lives ; therefore Parents, in matching their children, ſhould be rather 
charitable then greedy for the world, and rather compaſſionate then ridged : but e- 
nough of this, and againe to our Hiffory. 

Wee have ſcene Yidorina, with an unwilling willingneſfle, inforc'd to marry Sos- 
ran7a : wee ſhall not goe farie, betorc we ſee what ſharpe calamiries and bitter afflicti- 
ons and miſeries this Match produceth : The argument and canſe briefely is thus ; Vidto- 
rina lyes with her busband Souranza,bet cannot love him from whence (as ſo many lines 
from their c2ntre)ſpring torth many mournſull and diſaſtrous accidents : the litle ring 
of Matrimony incloſeth many great and waighty conſiderations, and among others 

this is not one of the lea(t: diſparity in yeares makes no true harmony in affeions; for 
there is no affinity twixr [anwary and May, and it is a matter,though not impoſlible, yet

to betray the truth. I muſt crave leave of modeſty,to ayerre that ſhe findes little diffes 
rence twixta Mayd and a Wife, ſo as her Juſt out-braving her chaſtity, and ſenſu- 
ality trampling her vertues and honour under foote, whereas her affeRion ſhould 
looke frem Sypontzes to Sowanza, both ſhe and it contrariwiſe looke from Sowran;a to 

Syportas, Diſſembling pleaſures,which ſtrangle when they ſeeme to imbrace and kiſſe 
us, bitrer Pills candide in Sugar, Cordialls tothe ſence, but Corrofives to the ſoule ! 
Yea,Yidorina in forgetting her modeſty,will not remember her vow in Marriage , for 
had ſhe beeneas vertuous as young, or as chaſt as faire, it had not onely beene her yer- 
tue, but her duety, to have ſmothered the defets, and concealed the imperfections 
and impotencie of her old husband : Chaſtity would have perſwaded her to this, but 
incontinencie and luſt draw her to a contrary reſolution. 


Syponts likewiſe ſtormes and gricves at this unwiſhed and unequall Match of old 


Seurar7a with his young and faire Yidorina ; yea, he hates him ſo much, and loves her 
ſo tenderly and dearely, as hee would, but cannor prevent it : for (as before) they arc 
marryecd ; and hee in ſtead of the Lavreft is inforced to weare the iow : but his griefe 
findes this comfort, and her diſcontent this confolation, that ſith Y/:#oryne is not his 
Wife, ſhe is his Miſtreſle . and fith Sypoxtus is not her Husband , hee is her Servant, or 
(to uſe the Yeretian phraſe) ſheeis his Courtizaxs, and hee her Enamorats © but ſuch 
leagues and contracts of vicious affetions ſeldome make happy cnds , for as they be- 
ginne in luſt,ſo commonly they terminate in infamy and miſery. Sypontus often famili- 
arizeth with Y:cory»a,yea,their familiarity is ſuch, as I in modefty will not report, fith 
in chaſtity I cannot, and akthough they beare their affeRions and pleaſures ſecret, yet 
cuſtome breeding a habit, and that a ſecond nature, Sewravzais now ne ſooner abroad, 
| bur Sypopruc is at home, fo as in effe&t Sozran7 4 is but the ſhaddow, and Sypartzs the 
ſubſtance of Yi#oyn#5husband : butrheſelaſcivious Lovers ſhall pay deare for their 
affeRions ; Syporter for entertaining and keeping another mans Wile, and Fictorqne 
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Sypontus and Uittoryna. 
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for breaking her vow in wedlocke to her husband, in defiling his bed, and contatnina- 
ting her body with the foule {inne of Adultery. : 
It had bin good & ſafe for them,it they had not begun theſe their beaſtly pleaſures, 


' but to give no end to them, mult needs prove dangerous & ruinous : tocommit this fin 


of Adultery is odious, bur to perſevere therein, is moſt abominable before God: the 
reaſon hereof is as true as pregnant ; for it the reward of afingle fin be death, the rc» 
doubling thereof muſt necds be double damnation: bur as it is the nature of Adultery 
to be accompanied and waited on by other f1ns,10 /i&0ryra is not only content w 
Sypontus, but ſhe makes a farther progrefſion in impiety, and will needes hate herQuſ- 
band Sourazza ; who poore honeſt Gentleman, ſicke with the Gout, anda Cough of 
the Lungs, is now diltaſifull, and which is worſe, odious to her: ſo that ſhee which 
ſhould be a cordiall to his age, his age is now a corroltveto her youth, and ſhe ſo farre 
forgers both her ſelfe and her duery, as ſhe rather contemnes then loves him, and as he 
rejoyceth in her ſight,{o ſhe delights in nothing ſo much as in his abſence,and Sypontws 
preſence : thee makes her diſcontents and malice to her husband knowne ro Sy pontus, 
who doth picty, but will not remedic them : all her ſp:eches tend to wiſh her ſelfe in 
another world,or her husband not 11 this, Sypontus is not ignorant whercar ſhe aymes ; 
bur although he enjoy the wite, yet he cannot tinde 1n his neart, but 1s too conſcienci- 
ous ro murther the husband : had hee remained 1n the conſtancie of this reſolution, he 
had been happy, and not fo miſerable and unfortunate toend his dayes with ſhame and 
infamy. Butnow behold,an unexpected accident drawesandthrowes him on headlong 
to perpetrate this execrable Muriher,tor(as the Gentrie and Nobzlity of Venice are for the

amorous, and faire, he agrees with the devill, and ſo reſolvesto murther him, and then 
to marry her ; which he knowes ſhe above any earthly matter chiefely'defires. Lo here 
the foundation and proje& of a Murther, as lamentable as execrable -Neceſſi y in baſe 
ſpirits may be a powerfull, bur in thoſe more vertuous and noble, it ſhonld never bee a 
pernicious and prodigious counſelour: for there is as much generofity and fortitude 
in ſupporting poverty with patience, as there is covetouſnelle in being ambitious to 
purchace wealth with infamy. WS 
At the next enterview and meeting of Sypontus and Yidorina,ſhe like a bad woman, 
a wicked wife, and a wreched creature,redoublcth him her complaints and diſcontents 
againſt her husband ; and becauſe Sypontzs knowes it wiſedome to ſtrike whiles the 
Irom is hor, as alſo that Time muſt be taken by the forelocke, he like a wretched Polj- 
tician layes hold of this occaſion and opportunity,and fo conſenteth to the Murther of 
her hasband,when from this bloudy reſolution, they paſſe ro the manner how to ef 
fe it : they conſult on this lamentable buſineſſe, Y:&orina(induſtrious in her malice) 
propoſeth to poyſon him, and ſo to bury him in herlittle garden: but Sypontres diflikes 
this projeet, and profers her to murther him inhis Gendola, as he comes from Tucfizz- .

Seuran;lA's Parents are by Berald; acquainted herewith, they begin ro finde 
the time of his ſtay very long, and now reſolve toſend his nephew , Sergnor eAnart

Chriſtian,and true child of God, he not onely refuſerh Y:c9ryna'smotion and proffer, 
but in religious termes ſeeks to diyert and perſwade her from this her bloody attempt, 
Eut ſhe is reſolute in her malice, and wiltull in her revenge,and therfore will performe 
it her ſelfe,ſfith this A»guſtms will not : ſo (by a ſecond hand) ſhe procures poyſon from 
a ſtrange Empericke,whereof the Citie of Ycnice,more then other of aly,aboundeth: 
ſo ſhe-onely waits for an opportunitie, which very ſhortly, though.alas,too roo ſoone, 
preſents it ſelfe,the manner thus : 

It is impofſible that Faſo his diſſolute lite, and extreme deboſhing can keepe him 
long from fickneſſe ; for this puniſhment 1s alwayes 1ncident and heredirary to that 
ſinne. Hee complaines thereof to his wife Yi&oryna , who receives this newes rather 
with gladneſſe, then commiſcration and pitie: and ſo taking his bed, hee prayes het 
co make him ſome comfortable hot broath for his fomack : which newes ſhe heares, 
and. imbraceth inwardly with joy, outwardly with diſdaine.

This poyſon working in Fafmo his ſtomackeand body ,begins by degrees to cut off 

his vitall ſpirits, ſo as his ſtrength failes him! ; his red checkes already looke pale and 
earthly,and his body infinitely ſwels: he cals for his wite Yiory»4,who with all taſte 
and expedition tells her ſecrctly, that hee feares, Felicia hath poyſoned him with the 
broath ſhe gave him in the morning ; and fd requeſteth her to ſend for his Parents and 
friends to bee preſent at his death, for live hee could not. 7ideryna,like adifſembling 
ſhee-devill, teares her hayre for anger, and for nicere ſorrow ſeemes to drowne her 
felfe in her teares at this newes , kifſeth and fawnes on her hasband,and in all poſſible 
taſte ſends away of all fides for his kinſefolkes and friends, who haſtily repayre.thi- 
ther, and finde Faſsimo almoſt dead: fothey,with teares, inquire his ſickneſſe ; when:

and expectation, underſtanding of her fickenefſe and approach to death, We tender= 


ly and bitterly weepes ar his owne misfortune, in her diſcontent ahd diſaſter ; Yea, he 


| pay and forrowtully bewayles his Fathers cruelty, in thus baniſhing him from 


fight and preſence, from the contemplation of whoſe beauty, and from his innare 
affection to her, the Fates and Deſtinies cannor baniſh him. Bur alas unfortunate St#- 


mo! the newesof- thy Parlina's fickenefſe is but the Prologue to the inſuing ſorrowes 
and afflictions that are ready to befall and ſurpriſethee : for the newes of her dearh ſhal

trom paying rhisher laſt due and tribute unto Nature, fith wee all have out Lives lent, 
notgivenus ; and therefore as we receive, ſo muſt we repay them to our Creatour and 
Redeemer, of whom we have firſt received them. PO OTOT 
__ Old Sturio is as glad in Rome for the death of Paulina, as her Parents grieve therear, 
and now it is that he intends tobe as happy and joyfull ia his Sonnes preſence, as hce 
hath formerly made himſclte forrowfull in occafioning his abſence: whereupon, with 
all expedition, hee diſpatcheth a Servant of his to Caprca, with a Letter, to {ignific his 


Son thereof, and conſequently, to recall him, This newes of Pazlina's Death-infinitely 


-” . afflits and torments our $turis ; for ſhee being the Queene of his affeions, and the 


E. - ſovcraigne Qoddeſle of his delights and deſires, he reſemblerh himſelfe, and ſo like a 
true Lover, asShee is, acteth a wonderfull mournefull part of ſorrow for her unwiſhcd 
and unexpeced-Death : he is no Jonger himſelſe ; nay, ſuch was his living affection ty 
Paulzns, and ſuch is his immoderate ſorrow for her death, as hee will not bee himſclfe, 
| becauſe ſhe is gone, who was the greateſt andchieteſt part of himſelfe. But as wounds 
cannot be cured, ere carthed ; ſo paſſion tranſporting his thovghts beyond reaſon, and 
revenge beyond paſſion, he,tor the time preſent, forſakes the effec, to tollow the cauſe, 
and (© hath no other object before his eyes and thoughts, bur that of Berzolin7's killing 
of her Brother Bre{ati,and this of his Fathers unkinde banifhing of him from Rome to 
Capres: wherefore, that he may out-live his forrowes,and apply a Lenitive to his Cor- 
ive, he vowes to revenge both.

yet beyond meaſure very amorous, and deſirous ofa Husband : onely the cn- 
dowments ofher minde moſt richly recompenced, and made fatisfaftion for the 
defe&tsofher body : for ſhee had an ative andnimble wir, a ſweet and fugred 
tongue,a rich Memorie, and apoiwerfull and happy 1#dgemert,and was indeed an 
excellent Dauncer,and Singer, and withall a moſt perteCt and exquifite Muſlici- 
en: But as yet De Salez warlike and generous reſolution could not be ſoſoone 
made flexible, roembrace the motion of a wife, and fo he rerurnes his deniall in 
Nead of his conſent : bur his wiſe old father A4rgemer, being therefore the more 
curious of his ſonne De £89/ez his proſperity and welfare, becauſe hee apparantly 
faw he no way regarded, but every way negletted ithimſelfe ;( his ſonnes exor- 
birant reſolution notwithſtanding) although hee knew that Madamoyſelſe La 
Frange had many #oble Snitors, who ſought her in wariage : yet relying upon his 
ancient il muy and familiaritic with the Preſident de Clugny,as alſo that that 


daughter of his,and thishis Son were of both parties their onely children. Hes

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F Holouſe (as well for greatneſſe as ſtare, the third citie and Court of Parliament 
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taking time at advantage, breakes withhim abour-this match * wherennto'De * 
Cluguphearkens rather with delight than diftaſt : for if there were any'di ritie 
in the dignitic oftheir Offices, he well knowes, that Argentzers blood and wealth 
did ar leaft equalize, if not exceed his; or if hee conceired any ſcrupletitt his 
thoughts, which impugned or impoſed it,ir was 6nely becauſe De Saks was a 
Soul lier,and nota Langer, and: conſequently delighted touſe; his Sword: before 
his Pen, and to weare and preferre a Scarlet cloke before a Blacke. ' But then 
aoaine, theſe repugnantand averſe reaſons were as ſoone buried,as borne; and 
defaced.as conceived and ingravenin him ; when hee confidered that heehim- 
ſelfe in his adoleſcency was of the fame humor and' inclination; and therefore 
that Experience had made him a Preſident ro himſelfe,that Tizrewas both the refor. 
mer and refiner ofmanners, and that (in all wellborne and well bred ſpirits) the 
Precepts of a farher,and the fweer converfation and counſell of a wife, had pow- 
er to metamorphoſe the conditions of a young husband ; whereupon theold 
fathers often meet and confult hereon,- and ſo being fully agreed on all conditt= 
ons, they likewiſe appointa folemne meeting for their children, bur the effe& 
andiflue of this their enterview, will not coreſpond and anfwer their defires; - 

La Franee(as we have formerly faid)being deformed and crook-backt, was ng 
way agrecable but difpleaſing to De Sale, bur hebeing a tall, and.ncat timbred 
Gerileman, ofafaire and fenunine cowplexion, the inſtantly moſt renderly af 
feted,and dearely loved him. In-a word, I muſt requeſt the curioſitie of the 
Reader bricfly tobe informed and advertiſed, thar as ſhee beheld him with the 
eyes of Love and Deſe-e, fo did he her with thoſe of coptempt and dſdaine, ſhe buil- 
ding caftles of content in the aire of her thoughrs and hopes, thar Heaven would 
make him her husband ; and hee raſing both her and her memory out of that of 
his contemplations, vowing that Earth ſhould never make her his wife. Thus 
though the Parents have already ſhutup che Contra, yet cheir children ſhall 
neverlive tocelebrate the Nuptials, for we ſhall ſee diverſity of tzagicall accidents 
which are providing,and almoſt ready to oppoſe and impugne it.

to Largredoc, where hearing in Tholouſe of the Preſident de Clugny's. great wealth 
which he muſt ſolely leave tohis onely childe and daughter La Franee, who was 
now matriageable, he reſolves to ſer all his other bufinefſe and deſignes apart, 
and foro lay ffege and ſeeke her of her father and ſelfe in marriage. Now totake 
the berrer dire&ion,” and obſervation of this Hifory, wee muſt likewiſe under- 
ſtand'that this Bars of Ya#martin was of a ſwart complexion, adwarfe of ſtature, 
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and every way ascrook-backt AS La Frange, which the more flattered | him in his 


hopes,and egged him on in his purſure, hoping indeed(though with as muchazj- 
tieas Jgnoraxce) that this their corporall reſemblance would the ſooner induce 
anddraw her roaftect him : bur his Arithmetique, or rather his Iudgement will de- 
ceive him: foritis conformicie of Hamer and Inclinations, and not of faces and 
bodies, which breeds and inflames a fmpaity in atteftians. Put he is refolute in 
his reſearch, andſo better loving the tathers wealth, than the daughters Beamtie, 
he well affiſted and followed(wirha traincand equipage worthy of his birth, and 
her merits) firſt ſeekes the daughter of her father, then her ſelfe of her ſ:!fe. As 
for the old Preſdent de Clngny, he hath heard of his debauſhed pranks and ryots in 
Paric,and therefore vowesthat his wealth gotten with wiſedome, ar.d purchaſed 
with providence,ſtudy,and care in his Age, ſhall never pay for the obſcene plea- 
ſures and vitions prodigaliries of his Towth- and fo with many verball comple- 
ments(reſolying that he ſhall never triumphin the conqueſtof his:daughter)he in 


generall tearmesputs himoff. As for La Frange her ſelfe, the {weetneſſ» of De $4- 


complexion and perſonage is ſo deeply imprintedin herhcart and choughts, 
that itis impoſſible for Yaxmariiz to find any admittance or entrance; for ſhee 
ſpeakes of none but de Sake, thinkes of none but of de $akz, nor wiſheth her ſelfe 
with any butwith de $alez. Againe,ſhe wonders at-Parmartins fimplicitie, in ſee- 
kingher for hiswite : for if ſhe hate deformiirie jn her ſe;fe, how is it either likely 
or poſſible that ſhe can love it n her husbavd? No, no; though de $alez will not 
love La Frange, yet La Frange muſtand will love de $a/2z, and none bur him; and 
therefore ſich de Sales his ſweet feature is a pearle in her eye, needs muſt Yawnar- 
tis be an eye-ſore to her; yea, ard if modeſty will permit mee to ſp-akeor write 
an immodeſt truth, her hearr doth ſo burne and flame in love to de $alez.that bath 
day and night ſhee many times with {Gghes, ſometimes with reares, witheth her 
ſelfe either impalcd in his armes. or he encioyſtred in hers. Now by this time 
PVa#martin hath full notice and advertiſement of her affe&tion devoted tonone 
bur to de $4lez,asalfo his ſleighting and diſdaining her : Whereupon encouraged 
by this, and diſhartened by that, he leaves no coſt, care,or curioſity(either in gifrs, 
dancing, muſicke, or bankets) 1nattempred, tocrowne his warts, rather than h's 
defires and pleaſures, with this though deformed, yet rich heire La Frange © ſo lea- 
ving him to his yaine ſite in courting her, fpeake wee a lictle of de Salez, that ſith 
hewillnot affe& La Fraxge, we may yet obſerve and diſcover which way hee in- 
tends to ſhape the courſe of his affections and reſolutions. 

For albeiche had formerly addicted himſelfe and reſolutions to be a profeſſed 
Souldier, yet Peaceca!ling him home now to Phaſ#re,and that to ——__ fatall 
and dangerous vice, which in the iniquity of theſe our times and depraved man- 
ners. not onely moſt inſenſibly creepes into common Souldiers and Comman- 
ders,but alſo into all Ar nies, and into many Eſtates and Kirgdomes,ſtill to the dif- 
paragement of their glory, and ſometime tothe price of their ruine, and perill 
of their ſubverſion; hz began to let his Colours hang duſtic, and his Pike and 
Partizan mſtie by the walls, and to frequent the company of Ladies, which the 
o'd Counſe!lor his father obſerves with joy, hoping that in the end he ſhall draw 
him ro affett and marry. La Fravee.-: but theſe hopes of his will proove vaine, and 
this hi: joy wil! ſoone bee exchanged into ſorrow. and metamorphoſed into af- 
Aition and miſery : for that (03 ens is partly reſolved to marry, tis true, but as 
true icis,that he is fully reſolved never to love, much lefſe to marry La Frenge. 

Now wee muſt underſtand, that in Tholouſerhere dwelt a Merchant of Silks, 


or as wee in Eaglard ſay, a Silk-man, termed Monſter de Solange, rather reputed 
| rich 
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rich ofathers,than knowne ſo of him(ſelfe; and yer being aniold widewer, rothe 
etid the ſooner to get hima new wife, he puts a good face on his eſtatt;, and main= 
caines himſelfe, familie, and houſe, with great pompe andexpences; havingno 
ſon, bur three faire danghters.all marriageable;$8 yer(out of ambition,and in exm- 
litios of the Gentry) ſeverally knowne and tiled by their titles, notbytheirnames, 
as Meſdamoyſelles de Marſy, La pre Verte,and La Hay,all famousfor theirbeautics,and 
indeed for the purenefle and excellencie thereof juſtly reputed & heldthe prime 
Birds of the citie, and yet the youngeſt of them Le Hay was the Penix of all che 
three: for ſhe was ſo ſweetly faire, and fairly ſweet of complexion./as he drew all 
eyesto doe homage to hers ; fo as it was almoſt impoſlible for any man:to looke 
on her without loving her, or togaze on her without defiring her ::forher = 
was fo ſtrair and ſlender, and the roſes of hercheekes fadeliciouſly wracing th 
liies, and the lilies the roſes, that the greateſt Gallant either of the Cirie or 
Country, held himſelfe not only happy, buthonoured with the felicitie of her 
preſence and company. But in one word,-to give theſe three fiſters: their crue 
characters, de Marſy and #2 Pre-verte were far more vertuous than Lg au, th 
La Hay were far fairer than they : for as'Ke/3gionand Petter was their clriefeſt de- 
lighrand exerciſe, as more defiroustoembeliſh their ſoutesrhan their bodies; {0 
wanton pleaſure and vaine laſciviouſhefſe was hers, as rather delighring to pleaſe 
and adorne her body than her ſoule, rhey being more vertuous than faire, ſhee 
more faire than vertuous, different inclinations and reſolutions ; theſe as happy 
and blefled, as hers wretched and impious : theiraCtions might have beene aPres 
fident, yea a Pilot to have conducted her fameas well to the Temple of Honoxr, 
tothe harbour of immorrcall glory, & of glorious immortalitie : but ſhe yowes 
ſhe will prove a Preſident to her ſelfe,and her pleaſure ſhall be a Pilot to her will, 
alchough ſhe miſſe rhg Temple of Hozor,to find out that of beaſtly concupiſcences 
and the harbour of iMmorrtall glory,to ſuffer ſhipwrack ypon the ſhelyes of inglo- 
tious infamie, and the rocks of infamous perdition. f 
To this Mo»ſeewr de Soulanges houte, the beauties of his three daughrers, bur 
eſpecially that of La Hay, and wirhall her pleaſing and tractable affabilitie, invites 
many young Gest/e-ew, and the eminentſt Citizens,who there paſle their time in 
courting andconverſing, indancing, ſinging, and the like, whereuntothe Youth 
of France more than any other people of the worldare moſt licentiouſly addicted; 
and as things are beſt diſcerned and diſtinguiſhed by their contraries, ſorthe ver= 
tnes of De Marſy and La Preverte were made more apparant by Ls Hayes vices ; and 
her luſt and whoredomes were more palpably notorious in their chaſtitie. Othar 
lo ſweet a crearure ſhould be ſubject ro ſo foule a finne, and that Beautie the beſt 
gitr (and as I may fay the gold) of Natwre, ſhould be thns vilified and pollured 
with the beaſtly pleafures of carnallconcupiſcence and obſcene ſenſaalitie ! For 
aye mee, I write it with as much griefe to my ſelfe, as ſhame to her, ſhe was too 
prodigall of her favours ; for ſhe imparted them liberally unto ſome for love, but 
unto moſt for money, not caring towhom ſheproſtiruted her body, ſo they fi 
ledher purſe, thereby to ſrpport her pride,and maintaine the excefſe and vanitic 
of her braverie; and yerſhe was ſo ſubtill and cautious therein, that alrh>ugh ſhe 
werea profeſſed Conrtiſan, ſhe would neverthelefſe publikely ſeeme a pure and 
unſpotted Yjrgzz; and the better to fortific her fame, andtomake the reputation 
of her Chaſtitie paſſe currant with the world, ſhe would ſiveare all-choſe to con- 
ceale her favours, on whomſoever ſhe imparted and beſtowed them 2: butif this 
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aſcivious ſubriltie of hers have powertobleare the eyes of the world, how can 
his herbeaſtly ſin of fornication beunſeene of God, whegthe windowes, wall: 
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il: Gulphabd Labyrnth, which comanes all varietie. of endlefſe miſcue 


and beamesof her chamber,yea her very. bedwhereon ſhe hath aQed her whore=

queſtsaridoathes, ſeckes to endeere: her to his deſires and pleaſure : Bur ſee the

And into this 
jatrecate Laborinth and bottomleſſe Gulph of miſerie and calamitic, is out raſh 
and luſtfull yong GaZant, cheerefully entring and ſteering his courſe, without 
either the Starre of hope, or compaſle of fclicitie and ſaftic, bearing out roppe 
and toppe Gallant, yea ( as I may ſay ) withall rhe fayles of his folly bearing ; and

My feate, 
quoth ſhe, is wholly ingendredand derived from your luſt,but nor from your Zave 2 
I pray expreſle your ſelfe, quoth hee, thereplies; mybluſhes may, butmy tongue 
dares not, Quoth hee , did your affection cqualize rhine, Le Hay wouldac- 


1 cept of De Salez, and not refuſe himy,. Nay quoth ſhee,” did De- Safes 
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but accepr ofher : Vhy quorh he, de Salez deſires none but La Hy, Nor quorh 
ſhee, LaHay any inthe world bur de Salez : Whereupon de Salz being provoked 
with his owne luſt, and animated and encouraged by her ſweet ſpecches, he very joy- 
fully (yerfalſly) flattering himſelfe with the conquelt of her favourand conſent, ;hurs 
the doore,8c like amoſt lacivious anddifolute Centleman, takes herinhicarmes, & ſtrives 


' toconvey her tothe bed,reſolving there roinrich himſelfe with more then kiſſes, yea, 


toreap the fruit of his beaſtly pleaſuresand obſceanceandbrutiſh defires, bur his hopes

andreares, fliesto his Ponyard, which he had throwne on the table, and vnſheathing 
it, vowes that ſhe will bea ſecond Zucretia, and that if ſhe cannot kill him beforehe 
have defiled and defloured her, yetthat ſhe will aſſuredly murther her ſelfe after ; be. 
eauſe ſhe isfnl'y reſolved, that her chaſtirieſhal out live her,notſheher chaſtitie; Areti-

For De Salez having now no powerletthim roſee by his owne eyes, Lmeane,by thoſe 
of his judgement, butonly by theſe of bis intemperare paſſiqn, and paſſionat aftcEiony 
he isſo tar from diſcrying (much lefle from ſyſpeRing) her policy, as very ſimply and 
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ſortiſhly he attribures.ir to the fervency ofher affection, the which he interprets and 
entertaines, I know'not whether with more joy, or del«tajon, and ſavowing nat-to 
dye her. debtor for Gourteſte, he yery raſhly, and inconſiderarly writes another ta the 
fame effe&,aad fiyes ſofarre from wit or diſcretion,as to ſhew himlſelfe her ſiperjour 
inaffeAion, as wellas in ſex,he purpolely cuts his finger,and ſo firmeshis name thexe- 
unto with his owne bloud, and then with a million of. kifles delivers.irher, vowing 
that herpleaſure ſhailbe his law inthe accompliſhing thereof:onely HE PTAs herfat

Booke, and ſhe to her Beads, ſhe propoſeth him the poyſoning of La Frange, dangh- 
tertothe Prefident de Clugny, forthe which ſhe promiteth to give himrhree hundred 
crownes of the Sunne to performe it, whereof he ſhall now have one in hand, and the 
othertwo when he hath diſpatched her. 2ſichaele likea limbe of the Devill, being 
deepely inlove, andallured withrhis gold, undertakes it, whenfwearing ſecrecy,and 
withallro performe itwithintendaies, thegives him the hundred crownes tyed up 
1nher handkercher, and fofor thattime they part, 

- GoodGod, whar prophane Chriſtians, what monſters of Nature, and Devilsin- 
carnate by profeſſion are theſe, thus to pollute and defile the Church ordain'd for 
Frayer, with the priceand ſale ofinnocentblood, a moſt prodigiousand helliſh im- 
piety,fnce there is no ſinne ſo odious or execrable to God, as that which is maſ 
ked with piety, andovervayledwith thecloke of ſanQity > And whar a damna- 
ble young firumpetr, and old villaine are they, in fo holy a place totreareavdcon- 
elude ſo helliſh a buſinefſe > But beware, for rhe ſword and arrow of Gods juſt re- 
oye, and revenging Juſtice, threatens yce withnolefle, thenurter confuſion and 
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' La Hay infinitely gladot this agreement, rcturns from the;Church, and Micha. 
elkeas glad of her gold, ( being informed of-Za-Franges deformity, and to loſe ng 
time) trips away towards Preſident. de Clugny his houſe, taking that fora fir oeca. 
fiontoaſlay to make his daughter become his Patient, and he her Empericke : why 

Ioglyinſiouating, and screwirg himſelfe into his knowledge and acquaintance, 
(/in whichprofefſion the Empericks and Mountebanks of Italy, come no way ſhort, 
butrarherexceedallother Nations ofthe world ) he proffers him his beſt ſervice acg 
«kill, ro redreſſe and reforme the body of the young Lady his daughter, adding with. 
all (thereby to adde the more beleefc andcredit rohis ſpeeches ) that hee is fo farre 
fromdiſpairingordoubring , as hee is very confident thereof : and in the phraiſes 
and myſteries of his profeſhon, gives him in outward appearance many inward and 
plauſible reaſons to induce him to beleeve ir. The good old Preſident who prefer.

toverted of all ſides betwixt them, the concluſion is, foure are of opinivn that this 
cure isrepugpant tothe grounds of Phyſicke, and rhe principles of Chirargery, and 
therefore jmpoſſible to be effeed: the other twoare of a contrary judgement, and 
held- it feaſable, and rhat many rimes Godbleſſeth. the Artand labours of a man, 


not onely beyond expectation, bur alſo beyond hope and reaſon 7 ſo De Clugny ſees 


ing that theſe two with Aichaele were three againſt foure, hee inreſpeR of the tens 
der care andaftecion he bore his davghter, reſolves to imploy him, and gives him 
an hundreddouble Piftollets in hand to attemptit , with promiſe of as much more 
when he hath performcd it; whereof this miſcreantand helliſh Empericke A7ichaele 
being exceedingly glad, he berakes himſclfe to his buſineſle, viſits the young Lady, 
who promiſeth him to reduble her fathers ſumme, if he make lierbody ſtraight: 
when to reduce his impious contemplation, into infcrnall ation, he outwardly ap- 
" plicth playſters and ſeare-clothes to her body, and inwardly adminiſtreth her pills 
and potions z and (Ogriefeto write it) therein infuſeth deadly poyſon; which hee 
knowes at the end often dayes willafluredly makea divorce betweene herbody and 
ſoule, and fo ſendthatxothe death of this world, and this to the life of that tocome? 
Sorthis ſweete and innocent Lady ( wiſhing good to her {clſe, and burt to nonein 
the wor'd) firſt finds a giddineſſe and ſwimming inher head;and within ſome fix 
dayesafter (in whichtimethe poyſon had diſperied it ſelfe throvghoutallthe veines 
and poresof. her body ) many ſharpe gripes, and bitter throwes and convulſions, 
whereart her father grieves, and ſhe weepes; onely that graceleſle villaine her Em- 
pericke, bids them be of good comfort, and that the more paineandgriefe ſhe ſuffe- 


red, the better and ſpeedier hope there was of her cure , but yet inwardly in his 


devilliſh heart, knowes that the poyſon cffeRually operated and wrought with 
her as hee defired and expeRted, and thatby rheſe infallible fignes and ſmptomes, 
his patient drew neere towards the periodof her end.

: The newes of La Franges death, ratleth and reſ6tndeth over all Tholoxſ+,her kinſe- 
folkes grive atir, herfrinds lament ir, and all who eytherknow her, orher fame, be- 
wayle it, onely De Salez, andexccrable La Hay excepted, who knowing her ro have 
beene the onely ſtopand hinderance of their mariage, they are fo raviſhed with joy 
heerear, as they ſeeme to conteſt and envy each other, who ſhall firſt bring the newes 
hereofeach to other : yea, the exceſſe of De Salez his joy isas boundlefle, as thar oz 
La Hayes delight, ſo that he ſeemesto flye toher to her fathers honſe, where ſhe with 
out-ſpread armes receives and entertaines him ; and there they mutually congratu-

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* are already agreed on all conditions, onely itrefts, that the young, ſecs and loves, 
Towhich end Argentier writes away with all ſpeed to Tholeuſe tor his ſonne De Sales 
tocome uptohim, whobefore he had received hisfarherslerter, (as wee have fur 
merly underſtood ) was ready to undertake that Journey : Za Hay infinitly tearefull 
and jealous to loſe her pray,with Crocodile tearcs :n hereyes, and Hyenaaſpedts in her | 
lookes, informes De Salez, that ſhe feareth thar his father hath provided a wile far 
him in Pars,but he vowes and ſwearesto her, that neitherhis farher, northe whole 
world, ſhall make him marry any other than her ſelfe and fo afrer many embraces and 
kiſles, he takes horſe and [caves Tholouſe. 

Being artivedat Parss, his father very joyfully bids him welcome, and referres 
to conferre with him till the next morning ; but ſuch is De Salez raſhneſſe and 
folly, as hee hath no ſooner ſupped in company of his father, bur hee prayesto 

. ſpeake with him, Vhen the ſervants voyding the chamber, he carneftly and hum- 
bly beſceching him, fith char Za Frange is dead, hee will now be pleaſed rhat hee

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hee is conſtantly reſolved, either to wed La Hap, or his grave, whercat his tatheris 
& extreamely incenſed, as with much paſſionand choller, he commands him hence- 
- forth, not co dare ſomuch as to name him Za Hay, ſwearing by his Saviogr, 
* that if hee for his obſtinacy and diſobedience, hce will diſinherite him, as indeed

De $alcz isall on fireat this his fathers bitter reſolution againſt him, and ſtormes 
and fumes, notonly beyond the bonds of reafon, religion, and humanity ; but alſo 
beyond himſelfe. For ſith La Hay is his ſole delightand joy, and that his farher hath 
vowed he ſhall never marry her, his affetionto her, makes him reſolve to ditpatch

her; and fairely laid im hisgrave before he fi rſt lay with her in bed. Bur theſe his com- 
plaints andgriefs, bring hum onely vexation and miſery inſteed of comfort, for now

that gave them her, will now deceive her, | 

'DeSalez, her husband ſrivingand ſtrugling for life againſt the pangs of death: 
feare arid halt ( contrary to her intent and minde ) had ſo made his murtherous wifes 
hand (hake and tremble, as ſhe did not fo fully cur his throat-boale, bur he could yet 
both cry and groane, which he did very mournfully, andwhich indeed was ſoone 
over-heard by a man and a maid-fervanr of his, whoonly remained inthe houſe, who

forhelpe,alledoing thartheir maſter ismurthered. The neighboursaflemble;and heare 
him report ſormuch: ſothey ſend away for his Confeſſor, ant the Liewrenant Crimi- 
u:f,rtoborh whom beagaine confelleth,7Thas it is che Serampes bis wifewbo hath murs 
vrvedhinrs AndithenTaifing himſelfeup/inhisbed ( wirhas much ſtrength as his 
dying womd wonld permir him) he raking them both bythehands, withinfinits 
hgies and eaves tevealcs torhem, that he ir-was,who ar the ſeducingof the Devilf; 
bad ified his father Avptnrier ty dearh in Parr, tharhe did ironely 20" marry this 
Whoore his martherouswife La Hay; thatthe killing of his father, yea the veryre= 
wembrancethercof infinitely grieveshis heartand ſoule; andforthewhich heanks 
nirely repentcth himſelfe, andbeſeccheth rhe Lord of mercy; inmereyro a__ 
himgara likewiſe prayeddll that were pretentropray unto God forkinrandthoſe 
werehiblaſt words, forhog his fleeting — 
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All thatwere preſent,areamazedatthis lamentable confeſhon of his, to ſee that 
hee ſhould murther his father, and hisexecrable wife, well necre himſclte, ſothey 
all glorified God for the detection and diſcovery hereof: Bur the Lievrenant Ering. 
#e#, andthe Counſellors his Aﬀociates ſtep tothe window, and conſulr to have him 
banged,whiles he is yer living,for the murthering of bis father. But De Salez ſaves 
them that labour : for there and then he ſinkes into his bed, and dyes away before 
them:(o they inftantly ſearch the houſe and City forthis wretched Murthereſle Z, 
Hay, whom impious and bloody ſtrumpet they at laſt find inthe Dominican Frieys 
Church at a Sermon, from whence with much obloquy and indigoity they dragge 
her to priſon,where they charge her with the murther of her husband De Salez,which 
the Devillas yet will not permither to confeſle ; butbeing adjudged by them to the 
Racke, ſheatthe very firſt rorment confeſlerh it. 

LIpon which ſeverall murthers, the Criminel 1udgesof the Tournells proceed to 
ſentence: ſo firſt they adjudge the dead body of De Salez for ſo inbumanly murgring 
his father 4rgentier, to be halfe a day hang d by the heeles tothe commongallows, 
and then to bee burat to.aſhes, which is accordingly executed: then they adjudge 
bis wife Z4 Hay, for murthering him, thenext day to bee ſtrangled, then burnt: 
{o that night ſome Divines dealewith herin prifon about the flate of her ſoule, whom 
they finde infinitely obdurated through the vanity of her youth, and the temprations 
ofthe Devill; butthey worke cftecually with her, and ſo atlaſt ( by the mercies 
of God ) draw her to contritionand repentance, when willing her not tocharge her 
Joule with the concealing of any other crime, and ſhewing herthe dangers thereof, 
ſhe very freely, yet forrowfully, confefleth ; how ſhe it was, that for three hun 
erownes had cauſed the Empericke Michacle to poyſon La Frange , for the which ſh 
M8 told :them ſhe was howexceedinglic repentantand forrowfull : VVhereof the Di- 
= _ vines(ſithit was notdeliveredthem underthe ſeale of Confeſſion ) advertiſing the 

> Judges, theyall wonder at Gods providence, toſce how all theſe murthers are diſ- 

covered and burſt forth, one in the necke of the other , ſo they alter her ſentence and 
fortheſe her doublemurthers, they condemne her to have her right hand cut off, 
andrhehto be burnt alive :and ſo they make curious inquiry and reſearch roappre- 
hendthis old bloody varlet Michaele. 
- Inthe meane time, that very afternoone, this myſerable and murtherons Curte- 
fan Lz Hay, though tothe griefc ofher ſorrowfull father and lifters, yetrtothe joy of 
all7þoloxſe, is broughtand fafined to her ſtake, where her hand being tirſt firucke off, 
ſhewirth manyſighes and teares delivercth theſe few words : That hercrimes were 
ſo foule and odious, as ſhe was aſhamed to looke either God or man in the face : Thar 
ſhe. was very ſorrowfull for cauſing La Fraxge tobe poyſoned,asalfo for murthering 
of her husband: De Salez, whoſe wealth ſhe onely affirmed ſhe loved, but nothim- 
' falfe, the which ſhe wholly attributed rothe luſt and vanitie of her youth, ro herneg- 
kc of prayer and forſaking of God, which made the Deuill ſo ſtrong with her, and 
ſhewiththe Deuill : and which was the ſole cauſe and ground of this ker miſerable 
maine anddefiruQtion ; ſhe with teares and prayers beſought the Lord tobe goed un- 
to her foule; and (lifting up her eyes and hands to Heaven) likewiſebeſcechthe 
whole afſembly ro pray heartily unto God for her. : when recommending her ſoule 
into the hands of her Redeemer, the fire being alighted, herbody was ſoone conſu- 
medro aſhes; whoſe lamentable, yer juft end and puniſhment, cauſed antmber of

By theſe loving Letters of theſe our Lovers, the Reader may obſerve andremark, 
what a firme league, and ftri&t and conſtant friendſhip there was contracted and 
ſerledberwixt them, and what a hell their abſcence was each to others thoughts and 
contemplations : In the meane time, whiles Zaretaxo entertaines Clara with Let- 
ters, Albemaredoth with words, wherein heuſeth his beſt Rhetoricke and Orato- 
ry, to draw herto his deſires, and withall, toliſtenandeſpie out, if there paſſe any 
paſſages of Letters, or other correſpondency betwixt them, Which although 
Clara her affeftion ro Baretano yow, and her diſcretion to herſelfe reſolve to cor- 
ceale and obſcure from Albemare, yet loe here falls out a finifter and unex- 
pegedaccident, which will diſcover and bewray its yea, and of all fides, and 


to allparties produce griefe, ſorrow, choller, and repentance , which in effe&t 
(briefely ) is thus: 


Clarahad rzaſon in her former Letter ſent by the Pilgrim, to tearmethis her ſe 


queſtration in AZodena a captivity, fith the bounds of her aunt Emelias two ſmall 
Gardens, and the walles of her little Parke, were the limits wherein her liberty 
wayconfined, and herſelfe as it were, immured : forfartherſhe was not permit- 
ted togoe, except to the Church with her aunt in her Coach , but ſtill accompa- 
nied by Albemare, who left no minutes nor occaſions, as wellto ſee her, as tobee 
ſcene ofher. Now to give ſome truce (though not peace) to her diſcontents, and 
thereby ſomewhat tocalme the impetuoſity of thoſe tempeſts, which love had ſtir- 
red up in her heart and thoughts for theabſcence of her Baretano, the never berrer 
accompanied then when alone, ſometime paſt away, the irkeſomenefle of her time 
in walking in the Gardens , but many times inthe Parke cloſe ſhur, followed only 
by her wayting Gentlewoman Adriana : for inreſpeQ of her aunts unkindneſle, and 
Albemares jelouſie, ſhe wonid neither accept of her familiaritie,nor of his company, 
Now to the neereſt end of the Parke, not farre diſtant from the ſecondGarden,was a 
curious walke, ranked about with many rowes of Sycamore trees, andar the farther 
endthereof a cloſe ore-ſhadowed Bower: yea, ſo cloſely vailed, that the raies of the 
Sunne could neither peepe in, to ſcortch the pureneffe of herbeauty, orto contend 
withthe piercing luſtre and reſplendancy of her eyes: and to this Bower, inafaire 
andcleare day, Clara ( about three of the clocke after dinner ) repaires, having 
in her hand to delude thetime, the old amourous Hiftory of Heroand Leander which 
was Very lately illuſtrated, andnewly reprinted in 2£i4an and wherein indeedfor 
the conformity of their loves with her owne, ſhee rooke a ſingular delight 


to reade : but that which gave ſweeter muſicke to her thoughts, and feli- | 


city to her heart, and mind, were her Baretano's two Letters, ( which we have 
formerly ſcene ) and which as then{ſhe had purpoſely brought with her to ſurvey 
andperuſe; yea, ſhe readesthem ore againe and againe z and towrite the truth, 
more ofraer than there are words, or I thinke flables cherein contained : but 
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when ſhe deſcends to his name, ſhe cant refraine from kiffing ir; yea, and ſuch is 
her tenderloveto Baretano, as ſhe bedewes it with her teares, athouſand times ſhe 
wiſhed her ſclfe with him, or he with her, andbitterly blames the crueltie of her 


* parents, for ſeparating theirbodies, ſith ſhe not onely hoped, but aſſured her ſelfe, 


that God had conjoyned, and united theirhearts. Burt whites ſhe in the middeſt of

The Providence and Inſtice of God dothnow againe refetchbloudy Pedro, roat 
motherpartupon the $tage and Theater of this Hiftory + For having ſpent thar 
money lewdly, which he before got damnably of 4/berrart, his wants are fo grear, 
and his neceſſity ſo urgent, as having played the murtherer before, hee makes no* 
Onſciencenor ſcruple now toplay the theefe, and ſoby night breaks ihto a Jew-' 
elers ſhops, tamed 8eigzior Fiezzuta,dwelling in the grear place before the Dom, 
and there carries away from him aſmall Trunke or Casker, wherein were fome' 
uncut Saphyrs & Emralls,with ſotme Yenice Chryſtall pendants for Ladies to weare / 
their eares, and other rich coniniodities : biit Fiamatalying over hisſhop, and 
tearing 1t, and locking his doore tohim for feare of having his throatcur, gives ' 
_Peaut-cryandalarunrforth the window, which ringing mrhe ſtreets, makes 

ome of the neighbotirs, andalſo the warch «proach ind afſemble; where fin- 
Pedro retming with ia Casket under —_—_— he's preſently hemb'din, ap- 
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prehended and impriſoned, and rhe Casket ropke from him, and againe reſto. 
redto Fiamata; when knowing thathe ſhall die forthisrobbery, as ajuſt puniſh- 
mentand judgementof God, now ſent him for formerly murthering of Baretano, 
he havingno other hope toeſcape death, butby the meanes of 4/bemare, he ſends 
early the next mornivg for his man Yalerio, to come tothe priſon to him, whom 
he bidsto tell his Maſter A/bemare from him, that being ſure tobe condemned for 
thisrobbery of his, if he procure himnot hispardon, he will not charge his ſoule 
any longer with the murther of Baretgro, but will onthe ladder reveale, how it 
was he who hired himſelfe & Leonardo to performe it;Yajerio reporting this to his 
Maſter, itaffrights his thoughts, and terrifies.hisconſcience and courage, to ſee 
himſelfe reduced to this miſery, that no lefle than hislife muſt now ſtand to the 
mercy of this wretched Varlet Pedro's tongue.

But the wine of the one of 
the bottles was intermixed with ſtrong and deadly poyſon, which was fo cun- 
ningly tempered, as it carried nodiſtaſtefull, but a pleaſing relifh to the pallate; 
Vakrio like an execrable villaine, proving as true a ſervant to his Maſter,as arebel-

table uſe of histravels, as forgetring the obtaining of the language, and all gene- 
roas exerciſes, perfections, and qualities, ({ requiſiteand gracefull in Gentle- 
men) he delighredin nothing fo g.uch, nay, in nothingelfe, but ropaſſe his rime 
with Curtiſansand ſtrumpets, eſpecially in Fexite, Roze, and Naples, where for 
their ſakes, andhislaſcivious pleaſtires, hee builtup the greateſt part of hisReſi- 
dence; where he ſoprodigally ſpent and exceeded his fathers exhibirion,as he re- 
turnes into Frapce, not loaden with rertwes and Experience, but with Vires and 
Debts: being otherwiſe ignorant in all things which he ſhould know, and know= 
ing nothing but that whereinhe ſhould be ignorant.

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[N the City of Santerer which (by tratt of time, and corruption of ſpeech) 


ſome tearme Saint 4res, andWhich (after Livbos) is one of the richeſt and be(; 
pled of Portugal ; there dwelt aGentleman of ſome fifty five yearesold, ny. 
ly-deſcended, andof a great eſtate and meanes, named Don Sehaſtias Iliaques, 
whoſe wife and Lady being aged, of well neere fifty pw, was-termed Dom 
Howoria, and well ſhe deſeryed that honourable name, forall ſorts of Vertues and 
honours made her yourh famous, and her age glorious to all Portvgs/F and Spaiae. 
They hadl ived together in the bondsof Matrimony almoſt thirty yeares, with 
wich Honour, content, andfelicity, and for the fruitsof their affetion and ma. 
riape, they had two ſonnes and foure daughters; bur God in his pleaſure and Pro- 
vi Fce (lor ſome reſeryed reaſons beſt knowne to his All Divine Majeſty) tooke 
from Earth to Heayen allcheir daughters, and one of their ſonnes, ſo as now they 
have leftthem bur one ſonne, named Do# Toes, a gallant young Gentleman, of 
ſome twenty five yeaxes old, of diſpoſition brave and generous, who after his 


firſt yourhfulleddcarfonunderhis father, hadhis chiefe breeding under the Diits

His vertuous Lady Hozorigcxtreamly you hereat,that now in his later years he 
ſhould thus laſciviouſly forger himſelfe, both towards her, and cowards God. She 
uſeth all feet perſwaſions, prayersand teares, to diſwade and divert him from 
Ir, but ſeeing har all proves vaine, and that he rather prooves worſe then better 
thereat, her diſcretion makes herbrooke it with as much patience as ſhe can, and 
therefore ſhe ſeemes notto ſee, or know that whereof ( to her griefe and diſcon- 
tent)ſhe cannot be ignorant;But here comes an accident which will breed both of 
them,and their Sonne Dos Tvas miſcry of all ſides. | 

Some fix leagues from Sevterem was a wonderfull faire young Gentlewoman

feted,; -ſhee' with much pretended ſhew of piety and affe&tion; religioufly 
| frearesto him, that ſhee will neverhave the power'or will to detty hirti'any 
thing, bar that his- requeſts ſhall bee to her as ſ@ many commands, and (but 
onely forhimſelfe) if hisſonne Doy Tvaybee her Husband, ſheewith many im< 
precations and affeverations fiveares, that ſhee wilt ſacrifice» Her beſt bloud 
andlife, rather than diftaine-his bed, or offer him the leaſt ſhadow of any ſcan= 
dllor diſhonour whatſoever.  1d3aques wondreth with ddmiration, and admires 
with wonder ar this her range propoſition, the which hee findes {> knorty 
and intricate, as meaſuring Grace by Nature, his Judgement-by' his Luſt and 
Concupiſcence, and his Soule by his Aﬀections,” hee knowes not what ro' fay of 
doeherein ; ſo heeanſivererh her with more love than wifdome; and fot that 
time leaves her in generall tearme .

heart, and beares downe all other reaſons and confiderations before it' : Hee 
viſits her againe-and againe, but hee findes her inviolably conſtant in her for- 
mer reſolution. : All the favour and courrefie which hecan gaine from her, are 
afew extorted kiſſes, which fo inflame and ſer on fire his aged heart and affe- 
tions, as at laſt like a graceleſſe father, hee faithfully promiſeth her to uſe 
his belt art and power to procure hisſonne to marrie her. To which end hee

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heisThe next morning brought rothe place of execution, which for the greater 
example and terrour roothers,and of ignominy to himſelfe, was before his owne 
houſe, wherein he had afted and perpetratedall his enormous crimes. Where the 
ſcaffold is.no ſooner erected, bur thereflockean infinite number of people from 
all partsof the City, tobe ſpeRators of this laſt ſcene of his Tragedy. He came 
rothe ſcaffoid (berweene two Friers) ina fute of blacke Taffera, a gowne of 
blacke wrought tuffe Taffeta, anda great white ſer ruffe, which yer could notbe 
whiter than his broad beard : Athis aſcent on the ſcaffold, hisgrave aſpe& and 
preſence engendred as much ſorrow & pity, as his beaſtlycrimes did deteſtation 
inthe hearts and rongues of the people, ro whom (afterhee had a ſhort time 
kneeled downe and prayed) he made a ſhort ſpeech tothis effect. 

That althongh the poyſoning of his owne wife, and his adultery with his ſons 
wife, wete crimes ſoodious and execrable, as had made him unworthy any lon- 

either to tread on earth,or to look up unto Heaven, yer although he deſeryed 
nofavourof his Judges for his bodie, he humbly repented and begged ſome of 
God for his ſoule, and for the more effefuall obtaining thereof, hee zealouſly 
prayed all thoſe who were preſent to joyne their prayers to his. Hee confeſſed 
that it was Mearſilhia's beauty which firſt (at the inſtigation of the devill drew 
him to that adultery with her, and this poyſoning of his owne wife Henorie, 
whereof fromhis heart and ſoule, he now affirmed hee implored remiſfion of 
God, of the Law, of his ſonne DW Toaz, andof all theworld, and prayed tkem 
alto be more godly and lefſe finfull by his example, and ſo kneelingdowne, and 
paying alittle whiles to himſelfe, he roſe up, and puttingof his gowne, ruffe, 
ad doubler, which heegave to the Execurioner, hee binding his head andeyes 
with his handkerchiefe, bade him doe his office, which he preſently performed, 
and with one blow of the ſword, made a perpetual! double divorce berwixt his 
head and his ſhoulders, his body and his foule ; when preſently according to his 
ſentence, both his head and his body were then and there burnt and conſumed 
fire, and hisaſhes throwne into the ayre. / 

And this was the deplorable life and death of De Perez, 1djaques, and Marſillia, 
of whom the ſpectators (according to their ſeverall humours and affections) 
ſpake diverſly, all condemning the bloudy cruelty of De Perez towards innocent 
Maiburiza, andof Idjaques towards his vertuous wife Howoria. Againe, ſome pi= 
tied, and others execrated Marflia's youth, beauty, andlutt ; bur both ſexes, 
andall degrees of people(as ſo many lines terminating in one Center)magnified 
theprovidence and Juſtice of God, in ſo miraculonſly and condignly cutting off 
theſe monſters of nature, and bloudy butchers of mankinde. 

And if thecurioſity of the Reader will yet farther enquire, what afterwards 
became of Do» Tpan ; The reportsof him are different, for as firſt I heard that 
hisdiſcontent and griefe wasſo great, yea, ſoextreame for the death of his Pa» 
rentsand wife, that he cloiſtered himſelfe up a Capxchis Fryer in their Monaſtery 
& Madrid: So contrariwiſe I have fince credibly beene enformed, that he ſhortly 

after theſe diſaſters left Spaize, and ſtill lives in S#taremin Portugal in 
honour, welfare, and proſperity ; But which of thele his refoſutions 
are moſt incliningand adherent tothe truth, it paſſeth be- 
yond my knowledge, and therefore ſhall come 
tooſhortof my affirmation.

tocoulour outthis his bloody purpoſeto her. When(ifthere had becnany humani- 
ty in his thoughts,any Grace in his heart, orany ſparke of religion orpietie in his 
Soule) the very ſight ofthis ſweet, this harmeleſſe, this beautifull young Gentlews- 
man would have moved him to compaſſion,and not with helliſh crueltie to reſolve 
topoyſonher. But his finnefull heart, his ſeared Conſcience, and hisulcerated and 
virulent ſoule had (in favour of gold) made this compa&with rhe Divell, and ther 
fore hee will advance,and nor retire in this his inferoall reſolution.

dow, whoſe Husband lately died, drowning himſelfe (as it were) in pleaſare 
and ſecurity, withour much asonce thinking of his poyfoning of Plazery, 
or how he was revealed to berhe Authour thereof by Caftreclzs his Letter, 
ſent unto him by Dori/e ; He is amazed andaftonifhedat this hisapprehenfh: 
on, now bearing his-breſt, and then repenting (when 1t was too late) rhat 
tyerhe embrewed his. hands inthe innocent blond of Plareze. So both: hin 
felfe and:Caffrxchioare brought to the State houſe, where the Podeſtare ant 
PrefedF firſt examine therapart, and theri confront them cach with other 
Vhere finding thatneither of them deny,burboth of them to confeſſe then: 
felves guilty of this foulemurther, rhey pronounce ſenrence of death againk 
them, and condemne 20rlezy to have hishead cut off; and then his body toht 
butnt; and Cefi-uchiotobe hanged; and his body to be throwne into the Ri 
ver of Addice, whereon he was firſt taken, the which the next morning ws 


accordingly executed.” All Yerovs isas itwere but one tongue to talke and 
wr this foule-and lamentable murther, and efpecially of Gods miract- 


etionrhereof by this drunken Bawd Dor#Ha, who havitg heretofore 
ofter brought ©af}uchioto whores willingly, now at laſt ſhe brings himtothe 
galloweragainſt herwill. The morning they are brought to their execution, 
ne marking monk whey pecrators from all parts.of oof 
A theeharity of their Judges ſend them Prieſts and Fryers to dis 
ret1heir ſoules for heaven, yet this miſerable wretch coftrackss Coving no 
ay repentant-or ſorrowfall for this his foute fat, urtered a ſhort prayer. to 
himmſeik, andio catiſed thetop-man to turne him over, which.he did, and 


within'two houres after his body was throwne into the River. But for Forlary| 
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tothe ſaffold better reſolved and prepared; for with griefe in his| 
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wokes, and reares in his eyes, hee there delivered this ſhort and religious 
ſpeech : 4 | | | 

"Thar he grieved in heart, and was forrowfull in ſoule, forthis lamentable 
murther of his committed on the perſon of Plaxeze, as allo for ſeducing of 


Caſtrnchio to effect it by poyſon, tor whoſe death he affirmed he was likewiſe 


exceedingly afflifted and forrowfull : That it was the temptations of the fleſh 
and rhe devill, who firſt drew him luſtfully to affe&rhe faire, chaſte, and ver- 
ruous Lady Feliſanna, and conſequently to murther her husband, in full hope 
afterwards toobtaine her for his Wife, or for his Curteſan : That he was infi- 
nitely forrowfull for all theſe his enormous crimes, for the which he religi- 
oully asked forgivenefle, firſt of God, and then of the Lady Feliſanne, and 
likewiſe prayed all choſe who were there preſent, ro pray unto God for his 


ſfoule ; rhathe was more carefull of his reputation towards men, than of his 


flyation rowards God,and that his neglect af prayer,and of the participation 
of the bleſſed Sacrament of the Euchariſt, was the originall cauſe of this his 
miſery. So againe commending himſelfe to the prayers, and recommending. 
his finfall, yet ſorrowfull ſoule into the hands of his Redeemer, the fword of 
theExecutionerat one blow made a perpetuall divorce betweene his foule 
and his body, which pious and Chriftian ſpeech of his wasas great a conſola- 
ton tothe vertuous, as his death, as that of Caſtrachio was a terrour to the 
ntious ſpectators and Auditors: So to confirme the ſentence, the dead body 
o Borlary is preſently burnt. 


And thus was thebloudy lives anddeſerved deaths of theſe three irreligi- 


mand unfortunate perſons; Of RKomeothe Laquey : Of Borlary the Gentle- 
man; and of Caftruchiothe Apothecary. And in this manner did the juſtice of 
the Lord of Hoſts (indue time) juſtly triumph o're their execrable crimes; 
In their ſharppuniſhments, and ſhamefull ends. Pray we that we may 
reade this their Hiſtory with feare,andas religious and godly 
Chriſtians remember theſe their lamentable 
Murthers with horror and

A farall example whereof this 
eaſaing Hiſtory will report andrelate us. herein Gods Iuſtice hath fo ſharp- 
ly and ſeyerely puniſhedthe perpetrators thereof, that if we either acknow- 
ledge God for our Father, orour ſelves for his children and ſervants, it will 
teach us tobe lefierevengfull,and more charitable by their unfortunate ends;

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as alſo for that Hezry the fourth, (rhar great King, and unparalleld Captaine 
of Fragee)dovingthe combuſtions of the league, was (deipight of the league) 
crowned therein. In which faire and pleaſanr City, as there ſtill dwell ſome 
Noblemen, and many Gentlemen, in reſpe& 'of the {weeraire, and goodly 
- Champaigne Countrey rhereabours, ({econdfor that to no other in France.) 
So of late yeares there reſided two rich and brave young Gentlemen, well ge- 
ſcended, being both of them heiresto their two deceaſed fathers. The one of 
them named Mo»ſfenr De Champigny, and the other Monſieur De Beanmarays, and 
their Demaines and Lands lay within ſeven leagues of this Ciry, in the way 
towards Yendoſme. Now the better toſeerhemintheir true and naturall Cha- 
raters: They were both of them tall and ſlender, and of faire and ſanguine 
complexions, and very neere of an age: For Champigry wasrwenty ſix yeares 
old, and Beawmarays twenty foure, and yer the laſt had a beard, and the firſt 
none, and'of the two Charpigay was by farre the richer, bur Zeaurarays the 
Nobler deſcended. Now to lay this Hiſtory upon its proper ſeat, and naturall 
fundition,we muſt underſtand that there was a very rich Counſellour of the 
Preſidiall Couttof Chartres,named Monſreur De Roſaire, whoſe wife being dead, 
left himnoother childe, but one faire young daughter, of the age of ſome 
eightcene yeares, named Malamoyſelle De Blanckeville, very tall and ſlenderof 
ſtature, and of a wanne and pale complexion > and a Coale-blacke haire and 
eyes browes, andof deportment and geſture infinitely proud, coy, and im- 
perious, ro whom at one time þborh theſe our two Gentlemen, Champigny and 
Beaumurgs were importunate Sutors, and paſtionate Rivals ro marry her, inſ- 
much asthe one of them could diffticulely be abſent from the fathers houſe, 
and daughters company, bur the orher was preſent, which engendred ſome 
malice, but more emulation betweene them. Bur in the end, (after a whole 
yeares reſearch and more) as thaWillow wasdeſtined and reſerved for Beax- 
marays, ſo was the Laurell for Champigny; for to his joy, Blaxchezilles deſire, 
and her fathers content, he marries her. Vyhereat Beawmarays knowing his 
birth tobe more Noble, and his breeding farre more generous than that of 
Champighy, (though not in outward ſhew, yet in inward ſenſe) was extreamly 
diſcontented and ſorrowfull, but roremedy ithe could not. 
Infach and the like refuſing accidents, diſcretion isever farre better than 
,affion,and contempt than care.Bur Beawmarays cannot orar leaſt will not beot 
this ternper. He forſakes reaſon ro fie tocholler, and fo loſeth his reall andio+ 
&fid judgement, inthe Labyrinthof her imaginary beauty, For being ar Sup» 
per in company of ſome five or fix Gentlemen, where mention was madedf 
Blancheville, hee tranſported. zvith malice and revenge towards her, forgaie 
himſelfe ſo farre, as (berweenieſtand earneſt) to ler fall theſe indiſcreer and 
raſh words, That ſhe was more diſdainfull thas chaſte : a ſpeech which hee ſhall 
havetime enough both ro remember and repent. The honour of Ladiezand 
Gentlewomen ought ſtill ro be deare and precious to all Gentlemen of Ho- 
our; becauſe their lofſe thereof can ſeldome berepaired, butnever ſo well or

cleere himſelfe of this predended theft, was inforced toinforme both himanl {Wh 
the Indges, that it was given him in marriage with his wife by the Lady zl Willa 
chevill: her Miſtris, the which confeſſion of his, indeed added much faſpitia Wine 
and jealoufie of them both to the heart and mind of <Hontagre, as beleeving Wl

ſteSerjeatits ſeize on her, and tels her accuſationand crime, whereat ſhe 
iamazed and weepes exceedingly, and no lefle doe thoſe who are with 
I; She is brought before her Tudges, whoſtrongly accuſe her for being the 
labor ofthis cruell murther of Beaumarais, and acquaint her with Le Yallkezes 
kland free confeſſion thereof as we have formerly underſtood: When here

Alas, alas, thy 
mother died too ſoone for thee, when thou wert young, and therefore ſhee 
cannot, andrhy father lives, (and is exceeding rich) yet hates thee ſomuchas 
hewillnoraſfiſt&releeve thee. And 3s all thy kinsfolks refuſe ro lend or ſend 
thee any comfort in theſe thy wants and calamities.; fo thoſe who profeſſed 
themſelves thy friends in thy proſperity, will not now either ſee thee in thy 
povyetty, or know. thee in thy miſery. When againe and againe looking on her 
pretty babe, and giving it many tender kiſſes, then (herteares interruprong 
her words, and dglgNs againecutting herteares inpeeces) ſhee conrinueth 
her ſpeech thus:-Ahid thou my fweerbabe, what ſhall I ay to thee, fith almoſt 
Ican doe nothing for thee, for Ihave no food togive my ſelfe, how then can 
Tgiye milke to thee ;andyer Llovethee fo dearly and tenderly,thar alchough 
thyudkinde anderuell father hate me ſodeadly, yer I will ſtarye before chou |

For live thoa my ſweer babe as happy as thy poore mother 1s miſerable and 
unfortunare : And if I diebefore thee, (as I hope I ſhall not live long) fay ton 
had{t a mother who loved thee a thoufand times dearer than her own life, and 
w19 was rich in care and affection, though poore in eſtate'and rtieansto main- 
taine thee. And if I leayethee norhing behinde me, (becauſe IFhave now no- 
thingleft me either to give or leave thee) yet I will give thee my bleſſing, and 
leave thee heire to theſe my moſt religious prayers ; That Godin his divineſt 
favour and mercy will not rower downe his wrath and puriiſhments on thee, 
bur thou mayeſt live to be as happy in thy vertaes, as I feare thy father will be 
miſcrable inchis vices ; andastrue a ſervantand inſtrument of Gods gloty, as 
(with griefe and reares) I ſee heis of hisowne diſgrace and diſhonour. . 
Neither is our yertuous Ferris deceiyedin the cloze of this her paſſionate 


andprefaging ſpeech towards her husband, for he continueshis odiousand un+ 


odly courſe of life both towards God and her, andnow (as wellin his freſh as 

is drunken humours) makes it his practice to revile, and his delight and glo- 
ty to beat her; who notwithſtanding yet thinking and hoping to worke ſome 
good in him, through his ſight of this poore infant his ſonne. Shee often 
ſhewes it to him, and with fighsand teares prayes him to leave off this his 
finfall life-cowards God, and theſe his cruell courſes and ations towards her 
ſelfe. But he is ſtill the ſame man, yea, he is ſo wretchedly debauched and vi- 


tious, as he will not endure tothinke of making himſelfe better,and to fay the . 


trath, I beleeye and thinke chat the devill cannot poſſibly make him worſe ; 
the wich his poore ſorrowfull wife perceiving, as alſo that her childe. being 
now by this time almoft two yeares old, ſhee hath not wherewithall in the 
world to maintaine it meat or cloaths., ſhe is enforced to make a vertue of ne- 
ceſſity, and ſo works exceeding hard with her needle, rhereby to give life to 
her ſelfe, and her pretty young ſonne; and yet ſay ſhe what ſhe will with fighs, 


andde ſhe what ſhe can with teares, her hnsband ſtill forcibly takesaway the 
twoparts of the poore profit, and ſmall revenewe of her labours, both from 


herſelfe, and her little fonne Thomaſo, not caring if theyſtarve or die, fo hee 
have tomaintaine his vitious expences among his lewd Conforts and Compa- 
nions;; yea, her miſeries and wants are now ſo great, and her affection to her 
childe ſodeare and tender, that when ſhee hath no_meanes to ſer her ſelfe to 
worke, nor can procare any from others, then (though to her marchlefſe 
griefe and ſhame) ſhee deſcends ſofarre from her {lfe, as ſhamefally ad ſe- 
cretly in remote ſtreers and Chnrches, ſhe begs the almes and charity of ſome 
welldiſpoſed people for their ſubſiſtence” and maintenance * But arlength, 
when ſhe ſees that her husband is informed and acquainted therewith, and 
that he is ſo inhumane in himſelfe, and ſocruell hearted to her and her ſonne, 


that he likewiſe takes theſe ſinall moneyes away from her; (which in effe& is

Sorrowfall Fermza having thus ſent away herlittle ſonne Thomeſoro het fa- 
ther 2Loroz at Savors, ſhe the very ſame night dreames inher poore bed and 
hoaſe in Gerovs, that ſhe ſhall never be £6 happy to ſee him againe ; when be- 
ing awaked, and remembring this her ſorrowfulldreame, ſhe for meeregriefe 
bicterly weeps therear, and although ſhe would, yet ſhe cannor poffibly for- 
gr or ſuppreſſe the remembrance thereof, oronce pur it out of her minde ; 
ſothar rhinking her ſelfe fortunare in placing rhis her little ſonne wich her fa- 
ther, and his Grandfather, ſhee is now very penfive and forrowfull for his ab- 
ſence, becauſe ſhe can no longer ſee him, play with hims and kiſſe him, and is 
infinitely diſconſolate and mournfull when'ſhe thinks of her dreameofhim. In 
the meane time her lewd husband growes from bad to worle,ſo that her coha- 
bitation is but a bondage with him, and her mariage and wedlocke bur an In- 
denture of ſlavery, anda contradt of miſery under him. Suchis her incompa- 
 nble griefe, ſuch her unparalleld afflictions and calamities, 

Five yeares our diſconſolate Ferwia lives in thisrich miſery, and miſerable 
poverty with her hasband, and yer all the whole world cannot perſwade her 
firher Morozto take her home ro him and maintaine her. She hath no conſo- 
lion left herbur prayers, nor remedy but enforced patience ; ſo ſhee armes 
herſelfe with the laſt, and adorneth her ſelfe with the firſt. She was conten- 
ted ro begge for the maintenance of her little ſonne 'Thomeſo, but now being 
eaſed of thatburthen, ſhe will give it oyer, ſo ſhe works hard to get herhard 
and poore living,which yetſhe cannot get ſo faft as her husband ſpends it pro- 
dially and laſciviouſly. Her care and vertnes make herthepitie, as his lewd- 
nefſe and vices make him the ſcorne and contempr of all cheir neighbours. So 
whiles ſhe ſits ar home cloſe at her needle in poore apparell, he idlely wanders 
and gads abroad untill he have brought his apparell to ragges, and himſelte 
almoſt to nakedneſſe. And here it is that her wretched husband Lorenzo 
now firſt beginnes ro hearken to the devill, yea, to prove a very deyill him- 
felfe towards this his deare and vertuous wife ; for he enters into a canſulta- 
tion with himſelfe, rhar if he were once rid of hiswife Ferris, he might mar- 
ſome other with a good portion to maintaine him, and (o againe fer up his 
trade of baking which now had forſaken him, becauſe he had vitiouſly andun- 
thrifcily forſaken it. VVhen his faich being as weake with God, ashis infamous 
lifeand vices were odious to the world, he afſumesa bloudy and damnable re-=

recreate themſelves, and to take theaire, which God knowes ſhe poore ſoule 
takes fora grear, b-cau(e an nnaccuſtomed favour and-courteſie at his hands, 


where ſhe moſt lovingly and willingly goes with him, andthere feigning him- 
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ſelfe faſt aſleep,and ſhe(innocent harmleſſe young woman)rhen & thereſlepr 
ſoundly, and every way being as deyoidof feare as he was of grace, he with 
a barbarousand diabolicall cruetty,; (ſeeing rhe coaſt cleare) ſoftly riſerh up 
and curs her throat, withoutgiving bec the power, time or happineſſe to ur- 
rer one word before herdeath : Where leavingher weltring andgoring inher 
bloud, he ſpeedily and politikely enters Gezove by a contrary gate, thereby tg 
avoidall aſpition of this his bloudy and damnable fad. 

The very ſame [night this her breathlefſe murthered body is found our by 
ſome of Gezovs, who accidentally walked that way ; and they cauling it to 
be brought to the City, it is knowne by ſome of Zoyeezo's neighbours to bee 
his wite Fermia, whereat to adde the better cloke to his knavery, and ſhadow 
to his villany, heſeemes to be wonderfully ſad, and pxffionarely forrowfull for 
the ſame, and (o requeſterh the Criminall officers both in and abour the City, 
to make curious reſearch and enquiry for the murtherers of his wife, which 
they doe z, but this hypocritical ſadnefſe and falſe ſorrow of his, though (to 
the eye of the world), ic prevaile for a time, yet (cothart of Gods mercy and 
jaſtice) inthe end it ſhall little availe him ; ſo he giveshera poore and obſcure 
buriall, every way unworthy the ſweernefle of her beauties, and the excd- 
lencie of her vertyes.

way the other, and likewiſe the crucifix of Gold, they condemne him to- 
bee:hanged the: very next day for the ſame, Zorenzo (bitteriy weeping and 
faiwing at this his difaſter')- doth moft humbly ſie and petition the Lord 
Cardinall his.

- Smith ( whoſe name was Thowaſo Lorenzo over hearing ) hee preſently 


burſts forth into teares, and very paſſionately and ſorrowfully cryes our, 
that this man on the Ladder is his owne Father ; and that Fermia Mo- 
ro was his owne Mother, and therefore hee with a world of ſobbes, ſighes, 
and teares prayeth the Officers, and then rhe Executioner of Tuſtice ro 
forbeare, and leave the'priſoner for a ſmall whiles, which accordingly 
they doe : When at the deſcent of his Father from the Ladder + Tho- 
waſo ( in preſence of all that huge number of people who were preſent) 
throwes himſelfe at his feet, and ſeeming ro drowne himſelfe in his reares 
for ſorrow, confeſſeth himfelfe to bee his Sonne., and acknowledgerh Fer- 
#ia Moron to bee his mother, and therefore prayes him to forgive him 
this his innocent ingratitude towards him , in ſeeking his death of whom 
hee had received his owne life : And although the conſid-ration of his 
mothers lamentable Murther doth pierce him to the heart with griefe, 
jet knowing him tikewiſe to bee his Father , and himſelfe his Sonne, 
hee freely and willingly offers the Capraine of Rowe, and the Ind 

all his Eſtate to fave his Fathers life, but this his robbere 1s fo foule, 
and that former murther of his ſo inhumane and lamentable, yea to odi- 
ous to God and the world, and ſo execrable to men and Angells that 
none will preſume or dare to ſpeake in his behalfe : So the next day 
Lorezzo is hanged, having firſt freely forgiven his Sonne Thomaſo, and 
entreated him likewiſe to forgive him for murthering of his niother, and 
for atty other thing elſe, hee ar his death faid little : But curſed thename 
and memory of thar miſerable and coverous wretch his Father in Law 710- 
ws, whoſe unkindenefſe and cruelty hee faid had occaſioned and brought 
him to all this miſery. Buthe ſpakenota wordofhisgriefe or ſorrow for ha- 
ving murthered his wife Fermia Moron ; Onely he ſaid and beleeved that this 
atancty death was ajuſt revenge and puniſhment ofGod to him for the

- The common ſort of the Spectators and people of Rome, ſeemed to taxe 
the Cardinall jof Florence his Maſter for not faving this his Bakers life 2 
but the wiſer and more religious ſort, applauded his generofity and piety

Gods ſacred providence and divine Iuſtice in making the Sonnethe cauſe and 


inſtrument of his fathers hanging for murthering of his mother, the which

ler, and but of an indifferent capacity, yet very honeſt, courteous, and aftable, 
particularly to his friends, and generally to all the world. His Brother Dy 
Martino was of ſome foure and twenty yceares of age, ſhorr of ſtature, very fleq- 
der, but crooke-back'd, of an Aubrun hayre, a withercd face, a ſquin: cye, of jp, 
clinarion extreamely ſullen, and of diſpoſition and nature envious and revenge, 
full, as defirous rather to entertainea night- quarrell in the ſtreet, then a day-com.

Courtizans and Strampets, Ceciliiana (oftentimes warranted by her Mothers in- 
diſpoſition) can no ſooner take Coachto injoy the pleaſure and benefit of the freſh 
zyre abroad in the fragrant fields, but Monfredo aſſuredly meets her, where leaping 
fom his Coach into hers (and leaving his Page to accompany her Wayting-gen- 
dewoman in his own) they at firſt familiarly kiſle and confer,and in a few of theſe 
meetings at laſt effectually reſolve to givethemſelyes each to other in the ſacred 
bonds of marriage ; ſo he gives her arich Diamond ring, and ſhe reciprocally re- 
wnes him a paire of Gold bracelets, in token of marriage, and they then and there 
(alling God to witnes) yery ſolemnly contra themſelves man and wife, yer for 
ſome Pld reaſons, and important conſiderations, which conduce to the better ac- 
compliſhing of rheir defires, they for a time conclude to beare it ſecretly and fi- 
kmly from all the world, and it is concluded and agreed berweene them , that 
amoneth after, and not before, hee ſhall attempt to ſecke her publikely in marri- 
ve, both of her Mother the Lady Catherina, as alſo of her two Brothers Don 
Mrand Don Mariins, So when this moneth is paſt over (which to theſe our 
mo Lovers ſecmes to be many ages) Monfredo very fairely and orderly ſeekes her 
of her Mother in marriage, and likewiſe (intearmes fit for himto give, and chem 
toreceive) acquaints her two Brothers with his ſute and affection to their Siſter, 
adwith his beſt art and eloquence indeavoureth (on honorable tearmes) to gaine 
ndpurchaſe their conſents thereunto.

Monfredo with his other ſelfe-and his two friends drive away to Y aldebelle, a Matte, 
nox houſe of bis ſome cightleaguesfrom Burgos, | ha 1 
Don Pears lycs tnolicy long in his bed the next morning, thereby the bettecy.;... 
to colour out his 1gnorance and innocencie of his ſiſters Clandeſtine flight” andſj; ? 
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eſcape: So his mother abour five, orineere fixc of the clocke, ſends Felicia her 
davghters Wayting-gentlewoman to her Chamber, to awakeand apparell her, to 
receive many young Ladies and Gentlewomen, who were come to viſit her, and 
take their leaves of herbefore her entrie into Gods houſe : but Felicia ſpeedily 
nes to her with this unlookt-for atiſwer; That her Ladies Chamber doore 
«faſt locked, whereat ſhee hath manytimes call d and knock'd aloud, but heares 
no ſpeech. The mother is amazed herear, and no lefle (rather more) 1s her ſonne 
ku Martizo ; ſo they both run to her Chamber, and knocke and call atoud , but 
jaring no anſwer, they force open the doore, where they finde the neſt, but the 
tidflowne away ; whercat the mother infinitely weeps, and her ſonne di Mar- 
twdoth exceedingly rage and ſtorme;at this their afront and ſcandall, he relts his - 
mother he will ingage his life,that his brother doz Pearots acceffary to his fifterCe- 
dfievs's flight,and gone with her , ſo they both run to his Chamber, but find him 
ahis bed faſt ſleeping and ſnoring, as hee pretends 'and they bclieve : their out- 
diesawake him ; bur they ſhall finde hira as ſubrile and reſerved in his policie to- 
mdsrhem,as they were in their maliceto his fiſter;{o he heares their newes, puts 
ahis apparel, ſeemes to bee all in fire and choller hereat, profereth his mother 
isbeſt indeavours and power to recover his {iſter, and to revenge himſelfe on the 
nlaine who harh ſtolne her away.

Now, by this time, wee muſt underſtand that don Catherina hath perfeR news, 
that it is Monfredo who hath ſtolne away her daughter Cecilrana, and keepes; her 
at his houſe of Yalaebelle, in the Countrey, bur as yet ſhee knowes not that hee 
hath marryed her ; whercfore being deirrous of her returne, not for any 
aff:Rion which ſhee now bore her, bur oncly ro accompliſh her former 
in fruſtrating her marriage with Monfreds, and in marrying her to a Nunnery, ſiee 
againe ſtill proyok'd and egg'd on by the advice of her ſonne do» Martine, ſends 
him to Falaebelto crave ber of Monfredo, and ſo to perſwade and haſten herie- 
turne to her to Burgos , but writes to neither of them. Don Martine arrivesthi- 
ther, and having delivered dv» Monfredo and his ſiſter Cecilliana his mothers mel- 
ſage for her returne to Burgos, hee then vainely preſumes to ſpeake thus tothem 
from himſelfe. Hee firſt ſharpely rebukes her of folly, and diſobedience, in fly. 
ing away from his and her mother, and then (with more paſſion then iudgemeny 
checkes him of diſhonour to harbour and ſhelter her ; that this was not the tme 
and right way ro make her his wife, but his ſtrumpet, or at leaſt to givethe world 
juſt cauſe tothinke ſo; and if he intended to preſerve her proſperity and honor,and 
notto reine-it, that hee ſhould reſtore his mother her daughter, and himſelfe his 
ſiſter,and no Jonger retayne her ; bur ſpeakes not a word of his brother don Prgrd's 
death, machleffe makes any ſhadow to mourne, or ſhew to grieve. or ſorrowfor 
it, His ſiſter Ceci/zara (ar his firſt ſight) is all in teares for the death of her brother 
don Pedro,and yet extreamly incens'd with him for theſe his baſe ſpeeches towards 
her and her Moxfredo,ſhe once thought to have given hima hot and chollericke re. 
ply.bur at laſt conſidering better with her ſelfe (as alſo to prevent Monfrede, whom 
ſhe ſaw had an itching defire to fit him with his anſwer)ſhe then in generall termes 
returnes him this ſhort reply ; That ſhee is now accomptable ro none but to 
God for her aions, who beſt knowes her heart and reſolutions , and therefore 


> for her rcturne to her mother at Burgos, or her ſtay here at Yaldebelle, ſhee whol- 
© ly referres it to don Moxfredo, whoſe will and pleaſure therein ſhall afſuredly bee

Where 
mthe rich and ſumptuous Quire of a ſtarely Cathedrall Church, I aw this lir- 
tle old Bricke Chamber (now cermed the Holy Chappell, verie richly adorned 
with great variety of maſſie Gold and Silver Lampes, and this Picture of the 
bleſſed Virgin in a Shrine of Silyer, moſt richly decked wirh Chaines and 
Robes, imbroidered with Gold and Silver, and ſer with prerious-Stones of 
ineſtimable valew, which {to expreſſethe truth inone word) bred much ad- 
miration1n my thoughts, burnoveneration atall in my heart. So I leane Lo- 
eto, and returne againe toour Hiſtory, which was the onely Relique that T 
broughtthence. * 
"The two firſt dayes, our three Yexetzax Gallants viſit this holy Chappell 
wich much ſolemnity and devotion, where norto Teſas the Sonne, burto 
Marieche Mother they offer up their prayers, and pay their yowes of thank- 
falnefſe for their deliverance from the late ſtorme which put them and their 
Ship in ſafety at 4»co#9. Bur the third day there berides an unexpgtted acci- 
dnt to Aori/ini, which will adminiſter matter andlife to this Hiſtory.

_ Tmperia;, who likewiſe findslefle content and pleaſtife tn the'company of her 
Husband Palmerize than ſhe hoped for,and now farre more in her deare friend 
Morofeni than ſhe either dreamt or expe&ed : In which triviall regard,andfin- 
full conſideration, ſhee (in a manner) abandons the firſt, and gives her ſelfe 
wholly over tothe will and pleafure of the ſecond, and fo turning the cuſtome 
of theſe their laſcivious daliances into a habit, and that into a ſecond nature, 
both in herGarden, and her owne houle, ſhee very often (both by dayand

lowly buried there inthe groahd) hee fiercely with his pawes and noſe tares 
up the Earth, andar laſt pulls anddraggesir up, and there till an houre after 
the breake of day remaines devouring and eating upof the fleſh of his armes 
legges,thighes, and buttocks. Bur(as God would have it) hee neyer touched 
any part of his face, but leaves it. tally: undisfigured; When inſtantly ſome 


; Gentlemen hunters of Sa{yves, iw:Axthe Neighbour pariſhes,being aſcertained 


by ſome Peaſants 1n the frelds, that the Wolfe was paſt that way,they cloſely 


follow him with their Dogges and Hornes,and ſo ar laſt finde him in Adriazs , 


Orchardyeating as they thinke ofiſome livingbeaſtor dead carrion ; Bur the 
Wolfe being terrified with the noiſe of the hunters loud ſhouresand cryes,as 
alſo of their:Dogges fierce yawling and bawling, preſently forſakes his prey, 
and ſaves his life by his flight, although che Dogges and many Peaſants doe 
eagerly purſue him; Whilesall the Gentlemen(as if led by the imnie tiate fin- 
er of Gad)with their Tavelins and boareſpeares in their hands.,ruſh into the 
chard toſecand'findeoht whereonthe Wolfe had preyed, when loe(con- 
trary to their expeRations)theibamazed ey2s are enforced tobehold the pi- 
tifull ſpeQacle,, and lamentable abjet ofa mangled dead mans body, miſers- 
bly devoured and-eaten by that ſavage Wolfe,and the which they hw he had 
diggedand. torne vp, asthey fully beleeyed from his untimely grave : They 
thereforeat firſt ſtand aſtoniſhed with griefe, and amazed for ſorroy at this 
prodigious and deplorable fight, and yer ſuch was their living compun&ion 
to this dead corpes, and conſequently their zeale ro Gods glory and Iuſtice, 
as confidently bcleeving that he was proditoriouſy murrhered by ſome jn- 
humane perſon or perſons ; that the odious ſtinch ofthis long buried body ; 
could not hinder them fron approaching to ſarvey and behold ir; They find 
ws greateſt part of the fleſh of his body devoured by the Wolfe, bur (as be- 
re)his facewhole and untouched, when they fee(and extreamly grieveand 
rrow to fee) that it waga grave old man with along white beard; bnt ſobe- 
neared with earth andduſt as they caud nor reframe from ſighes and teares 
to behold it. Here they ceaſe to purftie the Wolfe, and becauſe neither of 
them knew this poore and miſerable dead carkaſe, they therefore ſtep tothe 
otherend of the Orchard, and there confule what is fit ro bee done inthis 
{amentable buſineſſe and accident. Bur theiropinions as ſo many linesconcur 
and terminate in this cenrre, that abſolutely thisdead body was cruelly mur- 
thered, and thereby the murtherers privately and filently buried.

Gentlemen) place a ſtrong guard of their Servantsand Peaſanrs to watchthe , 


doores and windowes of Adrian houſe, thatnone iſſue forth thence,and they 
themſelves goe preſently to the Criminall judges ofthe Towne, and acquaint 
thoma with this Jamentable obje& andaccidenr.

As for Thomas her 
Oſtler,and Gracetta. her maid, although this unaccuſtommed noiſe made them 
ſodainly forſake their beds and apparell themſelves to receive their miſtris 
commands how they ſhould beare themſelves in this hurly burly, yet becauſe 
they were white with innocency, yea-ſo innocent as they knew no hurt, ok 
YA of danger they only deemed,that ir was either ſomeunlawfullafſem- 
bly of Peaſants,or elſe ſome caſt and disbanded ſouldiers from Flanders who 
canie to rob their maſters houſe or poultry in his abſence, wherfore meers- 
feare hereof, kept them from either opening the doores, or looking our at 
windowes.

The Iudges therefore bekkeviag the report of this honeſt Phyſitian Ls 
Motte ; they cauſe the remainders of thefleſh of this dead body tobe ſearched 
and viſited,the whichthey finde without any wounds. And yet heverchelefle 
deem) ng both Adrian, his wife Iſabe/la,and their Servants ro bee. the murthe- 
rersof this honeſt man ; they breake open the doores.,and miſfing Adrias they 
ſeize on his wife 7ſabe/ls, as alſo on her Oſtler Thozxas, and his maide Graceta 


and then bring them to the fight of this dead body with whoſe murther they 


flatly charge them,and enquire what is become of 44riau himſclte., At rhis un- 
expected ſorrowfull newes and obje&, Tſabel{a is all in Teares, yea ſhee is fo 
extreamly perplexed and afflicted, as wanting all other affiſtance and-comfort 
ſhee implores that of God. Shee tells chem that her Husband A&ries lay not at 
home with her the laſt night, and freely and plainely affirmes torhemy that 
that dead body was Monſienr De Lanrier a Gold-ſmith of Dijon, who lay long 
lickein her houſe as he came from Frazkford Marr,but how he came to his end 
or by whom, ſhee takes heaven and earthro witnefſe ſhee knowes nor, and 
with this her depoſition doe her Oſtler and maid concurre and agree in all 
proofes and circumſtances, The Iudges likewiſe caufing a curious ſearch to 
be made in Salwes for Adride,itwas found out that that nighthelay in father 
Inſtinzens houſe the Prieſt,and two whores in their Company drinking and re- 


velling allnighr, and upon the very firſtreport they heardof De ies cet

buriall by a Wolfe, they both (galled with guilty conſciences) berake them- 
ſelvesto their heeles, and lefcborh theirrwo Strumpets totheir repentance. 
Theicflighr proclaimes their guilrinefle of this murther to all rhe world eſj Pe- 
cially ro the Indges. Whoupon knowledge thereof tofinde out the truth of 
thisdeplorable diſaſter, they adjudge 1ſabe'ta;Thomas and Gracet to the racke: 


As for Thoptar and Grazeta,their innocency makesthem brooketheir torment 


with admirable patience and conſtancy;for chey-cannever bee drawne to re- 
veale tharof which they are ignorant nor ro accuſe themſelves bfthatwherof 
they are not guilcy. But for 7/abe/{a the inceſſant prayers anditnportutarere; 
queſtsand ſolicitacions of many of her honeſt neighbours, doth 1Ngrave ſuch 
deep imprefſionis of her vertuesand piety, and of her ſiveet inclinatton anddif- 
poſjrion.in the hearts ofthe indges,as theychange their refolucions againſt her 


and fo difpenice wich her for that torture. When ſendingevery way abroadto 


parfue Arian and father Tuſ#3nian they content themſelves to Keepe the Mi- 
ſtris, the manand the maidcloſe priſoners. They are ſo adviſed in their iudg- 


ments, and ſo judirious in their adviſe,as they ſpeedily fend away Poaſt to Dj- ' 


joz to acquaint Du Poxt the Sonne, with this difaſterous accident: which had 
berided his father De Law-ier here in Salyzes, who at the firſtalarum of this fad 
unexpected newes,ſeemes now to drowne himſelfe in his teares thereat, arid 
ſothereupon rather to flye than poaſt away from D3joz to Sahyves where hee 
confers with the criminall Indgesof that Town,who report ro him the flight 
of facher 2y7#;wanand Adrian,as aloof their imprifoning of his wife 1ſabella,of 
her maid Graceta,and her Oftler Thopras,in whoſe houſe his father lay ſick. So 
Da Þont viſits the dead, ſtinking, mangled body, and findes ir tobethar of his 
father, wherat nature and duty prefcribe him ſo powerful a Law. as ar the ſight 
thereof, he burſts forth into many bitter teares and lamentable cries and paſſ» 
ons. Whengivinghim adecent and folemn burial in the nexc Church, he then 
informes the Iudges,that to his knowledge his father had good ſtore of gold 
and jewellsabout.him,ſo hee entreats them, that 4rian and father 1»ſtiniaes 
houſes maybe curiouf]yſearched for the ſame, which 1s performed, bur finding 
nO part thereaf,andibath ofchem fled, he 1s confident in his'heart, rhat their 
flight proclaimesthem guilty of his fathers mufther, and conſequently thac 
Iſabellahes Qſtler and maid infallibly were acceſfaries thereunto: Wheredpon 
herepairesa2aine to the Indges,and with many Importunittes prayes them 
that all three of them may be put tothe rack for the ſame, thereby to bolt and 
findoyrt the trarh of this lamentable accident, the judges approve of D# 
Pots living-affetion and zeale to his dead father, bur (as imparriall Ora- 
cles and Officers of Inſtice)they tell him that they have alreadv cauſed Thomar 
and Grazeta to be racked; and that they both haveſtrongly juſtified their inno- 
cency of his fachers Murther,by ſuffering their torments with incredible for- 
titude and patience. And as for their Miſtris Tſabels. They tel) him they are 


fullyxefolved and affured,thar ſhee was abſolutely innocent, aswell for that . 


ſhee was many daies abſent with her father inthe Country, when bv alllike- 
lihood and circumſtance, his father was murthered, as alſo becauſe the gene- 
rall votesand voicesofall her neighbours reported her to beea very vertuous 
and religions woman, and that therefore in their hearts and conſciences, they 
muſtneedsexemprand free her from thoſe torments. Bur they rold him far- 
ther,thatin honour tojuſtice,and to ſee what God and time might produce, 
they would detaine them. all three in Priſon for the ſpace 6f three or foure 
moneths,in which meane time concurring with hin in opinion that father 
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Infliviauand Adridn utdoubredly were themurtherers of his farher De Lanier; 
cheythexetfore perfiyade himwith all poffibte ſpeed and diligence to-parſae 
them up and downe the Countrey, untilihee haddereced,apprehended;and 
broughtthem teJaſtice ; the which Dx Foot doth, burwick ſuchextraordina- 
ryzeale and haſt ;that he forgari Ghgularcircumſtance;:of no meane mnpors 
ranges the omiſhon whereof mighrvery wall have-made rigreſearch of rhe) 
vaine. For hee forgateat Sa[neeto takewithhicdrthdinPiftures and: Efligies 
whergby to findexhem oarinche Connery; with fartecthe more caſeand{ifacis 
lity;, whereot hee afterwards much repertedtinnaſelfe; 1); 1 nnd) hc, 
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thoughts and cgnſciences like ſomany Ghoſts:and bloodhounds) fo incefl 
antly purſued therthand ſtupified their jadgements, that! reſolving to fiye 
and fave themſelves from the free Conncie-inco Switzerland, they huſh 
themſelves up the day for fhelrorin ſomathicke grove ot Woodzand travels 
lingaHoight from-$4/mrer, theynotwithftanding,chenext morning (to their 
unfpeaxeable featd and vexwianfawrhomelvesagaitic within xtierie league 
chereahand inthismannerithey for ſamercighe mghirs following; rravelled a 
fagre throughunknowne waietand ivoods; and yer; Here tet the 'Rieader be» 
bold and obſeryerhe wonderfull hiftice of Godrowntdsthem, foratche end 
thereo&, they arenotas yerfullygane ftven leagries otfrom 80/jwv, and they 
caald nor afcend'the; leaft Hill ar Hitlocke, burtheyllooiking backe behinel 
them,the Towers and:TurtersoE Joyoe; wiete ttitl apparent and confpicuons 
wihem,e if theypatſacdafidfallowed! them; the which indeed ftroke ex- 
treame feare torheir gunlthe heates amd, andbinfinite terrour and amazernent 
io their foule and rremblibg; aahſcitentes. Bur rhis -cuctiraſtance, of Gods 
wathand revehge towards them is forthwirt! ſeconded [and followed by a- 
pother; wherein his divine Providence untjuſtice miraculouſly appeares:2ndl 
ſhines forth (with infinire litre arid glory to att rHofe who thalt teade,; or 
exre chisHiſtory,. For theitenthieyering after their light fromt $llney, rhey

as now ſo ever bereafter I will returne no otheragſwer to. her, and her let- 
ters but contempt and ſilence, when roexpreſle his greater fury, Sebaſtiane was 
no ſooner forth his chamber, bur he very haſtily throwes faſt the doore after him, 
andin this furious and cholericke manner doth rhis baſe Saz#ifiore. receive the 
love, andenterrainethe letter of our ſweet and forrowfull F7 fr, 

_— as much grieving as admiring at the incivill choler and rage of 
auAifiore, preſently leaves Naples, and carries home this poore newes and cold 
comfort to his young Miſtris the Lady FrſinaarPurzeole, the which hee faith- 
fully and punQually delivers to her, who expected nothing lefle bur derealy 
the thereof, She is amazed to underſtand this his diſdainfull, barba-

Ifout-cry inhis r which is overheardinall the houſe;bur eſpecially the 
Lady Bellindaherſelfe, whoſoartificially diſſemblerh her joy, and ſopaſſionare- 
ly makes demonſtration of extreme-griefe and affliction, for rhis deplorable 
ddahof her Lord and husband, both to her ſervants and to God, that ſhee is all 
in teares, and cannot becauſe ſhee will notbee comforted thereaf: they find che 


\ chamber doore- locked, the key within fide, and-bis owne bloody knife on his 


pillow'and: therefore rhey eafily reſolve andconcluderhatthis their Lordand 
maſter Feratoharh willfully made himſelfe away, and is undoubtedly the author 


\ ofhisownedeath, which opinion andreſolution of the ſervants, their Lady and 


miſtris Be#i»da(ſecrerly to her ſelfe) reliſheth with much applauſe, andappro- 
bation, and to make her afiQionsand forrowes the more apparant to them, and 
inthem conſequently tothe world, ſhee doth not refraine from exceſſive weep. 
ingand fighing. They leavethedead corps untouched in the bed, toacquaint the 
criminall Corigidores of Stremos withthis pitrifull accident, whocome, and be- 
ingamazedatthisbloody diſaſter andaccident of Feral, they veiwing the infi- 
fiitie of his Ladies teares, and the ſorrowfull complaints and exclamations of his 
ſervants,as alſo confidering their ſeverall depoſitions and examinations, and ſee- 
ing they found his chamber dovre faſt locked, the key withio-fide, and his owne 
bloody knife by him on his pylow, they all concurre with them in opinion 
abourthe manner and qualityofhis death,anddoeabſolutely beleeveand affirme, 
thathec hath deſperately made himſelfe a way which opinionof theirs is preſent-

now m#|@ her as compaſſionare ro his poverty in her houſe, as latelyſhee was 
diſcourteous and uncharitable to him iorhe fields: wheteupon hee repaires rhi-. E 
ther to her, but for three daies together, hee 13 norſohappie to ſpeake with her, 1435-4 
or to ſec her, but being {tiJ1 preſt by his poverty, and agame emboldned by the | 
conſideration of what hee ſaw her caſt into rhe pond, hee rhe fourth day finds ; 
her walking in the next meadow adjoining ro herhoule, attended by two of her 44. 
men-ſervants, and two waiting Gentlewomen all clad in mourning apparell: 1 4 
when (withaboldnefle worthy of a poore diftrefied Souldiour) hee advancerh ro i. 
the Lady Belinda, where (interrupting ber-private walkes, and diftraQirg het 
ſecretthoughts and meditations) hee with much obſervance againe begges ſome 
charity of her, whereat ſhee being offended, becauſe ber heart ard mind nei- 
ther thought, nor cared foran old Souldjour, but were wholly fixed on ſome de- 
fired new Gallant young husband, ſhee veriecholerikly diſdaines him andhis re= 
queſt, and with much paſſion and indignarion(touſeiher owne words) command- 
eth herſervants to ſee this bold beggerly Souldioundepart and packe away, both 
from her and her houſe. Rodeyigo hearing theſe.her harſh and difcourteous 
ſpeeches,and ſeeing her ſervants unkind uſage and enforcements towards him;

The Lady Be/inda having finiſhed this her ſpeech, thc hearing and confide- 
ration thereof engendred much pittie and compaſſion inthe hearts, and cauſed 
a world of teares in the eyes of the beholders; and now ſhee prepares her ſelfe for 
death, Here ſhe takes off her rings from her fingers, & her pearle bracelers from 
herarmes, and(asatoken of her love) gives them to her waiting Gentlewoman + 
Hellena, who's preſent and not farfrom her, moſt bitterly ſobbing and weeping 
becauſe ſhee can weepe no more forthe death of this her deare Lady and miftris, 
who now repeates many Private prayers 8& Ave Mares to herſelfe, when taking 
a ſolemne, and ſorrowfull farwell of all rhe world, ſhee puls downe her yaile over 
her now-white cheekes, and then often croſſing her ſelfe wich the ſigne ofthe 

_ crolle, and ſaying her laſt in max rus, the executioner (with a flaming torch) 
ſers fire to the ſiraw and fagots, whereof ſhee preſently dies, andinfefſe thanan
